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FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT BOARD 
ANNUAL REPORT 1967-68 


FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT ACT 


Under the Fisheries Prices Support Act, the Board is responsible 
for investigating and, where appropriate, recommending action under the 
Act to support prices of fishery products where declines have been 
experienced. The basic principle of the legislation is to protect fishermen 
against sharp declines in prices and consequent loss of income due to 
causes beyond the control of the fishermen. The Board, subject to approval 
of the Governor in Council, is empowered to purchase fishery products at 
prescribed prices or to pay deficiency payments to producers of fishery 
products equal to the difference between a prescribed price and the 
average price at which such products were sold. 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY - 1967 


The year 1967 marked a reversal of the upward trend of the past 
several years in the total output and value of the primary and secondary 
sectors of the fishing industry. Increased landings on the Atlantic coast 
during the year were not high enough to compensate for the reduced catch 
on the Pacific coast and the slight decline in the freshwater fisheries. 


The total catch is estimated at 2.5 billion pounds valued at 
$161.5 million, a decrease of 4 per cent in quantity and 6 per cent in 
value in comparison with the preceding year. The f.o.b. plant value of 
the fishery products derived from these landings is expected to approximate 
$325 million, 70 per cent of which has been exported. 


Landings on the Atlantic coast exceeded 2 billion pounds valued at 
$96.5 million during 1967. This was an increase of 139 million pounds 
and $616 thousand over 1966 resulting from higher landings in Newfoundland, 
New Brunswick and Quebec. Herring (landings at 764 million pounds valued 
at $8.2 million) and salmon (landings, 6.2 million pounds valued at $3.3 
million) were the only two important species recording higher catches in 
1967 in comparison to 1966. The improved herring landings resulted from 
increased effort and investment directed at the capture of herring for 
reduction purposes. Despite increased investment in large groundfishing 
trawlers, a combination of poor market prices, scarcity of some species and 


crew problems resulted in a decrease of 7 per cent in their landings during 
1967. The total value of groundfish landings on the Atlantic coast was 

$47 million, down from 1966 by about 8 per cent. Improved prices for 
lobster and scallops resulted in increased value of landings in spite of 
smaller catches in 1967. Lobster, with a value of $23.4 million to the 
fishermen, regained its position as the most valuable individual species 

on the Atlantic coast whereas scallops, in fifth place, retained the same 
rank it occupied in 1966. 


Some of the more significant changes that took place in the 
fisheries of the five Atlantic provinces occurred in the landings of ground- 
fish, herring and lobster. In Newfoundland the catch of herring tripled 
from the 1966 volume to exceed 180 million pounds and the value of the 
catch was sufficient to offset the decline in the landings of groundfish 
and lobster. The value of all landings in the province at $26.2 million 
exceeded that of 1966 by 2 per cent. Improved prices for swordfish, 
scallops and lobster in Nova Scotia, together with an increase of 40 million 
pounds in herring landings, were not sufficient to compensate for a decline 
of 40 million pounds in the captures of groundfish. The value of fish 
landings in Nova Scotia at $45.4 million was below that of 1966 by $1.2 million. 
Landings of fish in New Brunswick during 1967 amounted to 352.6 million 
pounds valued at $10.6 million. Lower catches of groundfish and lobster 
were partially offset by a greater catch of herring and clams but the value 
of all landings decreased by $250 thousand in comparison with 1966. Increased 
lobster landings in Prince Edward Island helped bring the value of all 
landings during 1967 to $7.0 million, $1 million above that of the previous 
year, in spite of the reduced groundfish catch. Quebec landings amounted 
to 180.4 million pounds valued at $7.3 million, an increase of 45 million 
pounds and $600 thousand over the previous season. The only important 
species in the provincial landings to register a decline was lobster and 
the increased prices for that species nearly maintained the value of the catch. 


Landings of fish in the four inland provinces nearly maintained the 
same level as in 1966. Total landings are estimated at 120 million pounds 
valued at $16 million in comparison with 121.6 million pounds valued at $15.6 
million during the previous year. 


Total landings in British Columbia during 1967 amounted to 332.6 
million pounds valued at $48.9 million compared to 574.7 million pounds 
valued at $60.6 million in 1966. However, the 1967 value exceeded the 1961- 
65 average value of landings. Salmon landings, which are responsible for 
over 50 per cent of the total annual value of landings on the Pacific coast, 
brought the fishermen a gross revenue of $36 million. A change in the 
Species composition of the salmon catch mitigated the effects of an 18 per 
cent decline in the capture of sdlmon so that the total revenue from the 
Salmon landings was only 7 per cent less than in the previous year. Labour 
disputes in the halibut fishery as well as lower prices reduced the value of 
the catch to $6.6 million, or $4.8 million less than in 1966, and affected the 
monthly and geographical distribution of landings. Labour disputes 
also affected the catch of groundfish other than halibut and the catch 
fell by nearly 30 per cent during 1967 in comparison with 1966. 


Herring landings for the year totalled only 116 million pounds valued at 
$1.8 million, about one-fourth the average production during the past 

ten years. As a conservation measure, herring fishing for reduction 
purposes during and after October, the most productive period of the year, 
was prohibited. 


PRODUCTION AND MARKETING - 1967 


In 1967 the trend in the rising value of output suffered its first 
reversal since 1960. The value of output of Canada's fishing industry 
in 1967 is estimated at approximately $325 million, about 7 per cent less 
than that of the previous year but well above the 1960-65 average of $260 
million. 


The value of Canadian exports of fishery products reached an all- 
time high of $235.4 million, an increase of $15.6 million or 7.1 per cent 
compared with 1966. The proportion of sales of Canadian fishery products 
to foreign countries which for a number of years has been approximately 70 
per cent was maintained in 1967. Exports to the United States were down 
by 4 per cent, those to European countries increased substantially and 
those to the Caribbean area were at about the same level as in 1966. 


Among the many types of products prepared by the industry, there 
are five major ones which, grouped together, account for about 60 per cent 
of the total value of output. These are groundfish fillets and blocks, 
salted cod and lobster in shell and meat on the Atlantic coast, canned 
salmon on the Pacific coast and fish meal on both coasts. A short review 
of the production and marketing situation of those products follows. 


The 1967 output of frozen groundfish fillets and blocks dropped to 
220 million pounds from the all-time high of 247 million pounds in 1966 as 
the result of a lack of supply and of the weak market conditions in the 
United States where most of the Canadian production is sold. As a result 
of an over-supply situation which began to develop in that country during 
the summer of 1966, weak market conditions prevailed during the balance of 
that year and throughout 1967. However, the market improved to some extent 
toward the end of the year. All types of groundfish fillets and blocks 
were affected but in varying degrees. Cod blocks was the product most 
affected. The wholesale price of cod blocks at Boston which was firm at 
approximately 29 cents (U.S.) in the first part of 1966 began to drop in 
July of that year and reached a low point of 21 cents (U.S.) im March 1967. 
The price began to move up in May and at the end of the year it was reported 
at approximately 26 cents (U.S.). U.S. imports of groundfish fillets and 
blocks (including flounders) during the year totalled 317 million pounds 


compared with 350 million pounds during 1966. Imports from Canada at 202 
million pounds was some 12 million pounds less than in the preceding year 
and those from other supplying countries dropped by 21 million pounds. 
Canada's share of the market increased from 61 to 63 per cent. Canadian 
exports to the United Kingdom at 7.2 million pounds were slightly higher 
than in 1966. 


The downward trend of the past several years was reversed in 1967 
as the production of salted cod increased by more than 20 per cent. As a 
result of the market difficulties in the frozen sector of the groundfish 
industry, prices paid to fishermen for fresh fish were somewhat reduced. 
Many inshore fishermen in Newfoundland returned to the traditional practice 
of salting encouraged by higher prices for that product. In Newfoundland, 
60 per cent of the cod landings were used for salted fish production, 
compared with 45 per cent in 1966 and 1965 and 54 per cent in 1964. The 
market for Canadian salted cod was good during the year although difficulties 
appeared in the last month of 1967 in the Jamaican market as a result of 
the devaluation of the pound sterling and of the price ceiling in effect 
in that country. Canadian exports of salted cod in 1967 totalled 71 million 
pounds valued at $20.2 million. Compared with 1966 these figures represent 
an increase of 17 per cent in weight and an increase of 28 per cent in value. 
The main markets for salted cod are Jamaica, the United States and Puerto 
Rico which together account for approximately 68 per cent of the Canadian 
exports of that product. 


Most of the lobsters landed in Canada are marketed in the shell 
although a large proportion is sold as fresh and frozen meat. Of the 35 
million pounds landed in 1967, approximately 13.6 million pounds were 
exported in the shell and 12.2 million pounds (round weight) as meat. Almost 
all (97 per cent) of these exports went to the United States. The production 
of lobster meat and of canned lobster was approximately the same as in 1966. 
The market for the lobster products was good during 1967. 


The canned salmon pack in British Columbia totalled 1,466,000 cases 
in 1967, which is just slightly higher than the average of the preceding 
five years. The sockeye pack of 559,000 cases was the largest since 1958. 
As a result of the good run of pinks to the Fraser River, the pink salmon 
pack reached 650,000 cases which was somewhat above average for the odd year 
cycle. The pack of coho and chum was down and totalled 139,000 and 95,000 
cases, respectively. The market for canned sockeye salmon has softened 
somewhat as a result of the above average pack and there could be a larger 
carry-over into the new pack year than was reported a year ago. The prospects 
for the 1968 sockeye production are not optimistic and the industry is not 
anticipating any major problem in disposing of the 1967 sockeye pack. The 
1967 canned salmon pack is mostly sold or committed and prices remained at 
about the same level as in 1966. An increase of 71 per cent in Canadian 
export sales was recorded during the year as compared with 1966. The most 
important single export market for Canadian canned salmon, especially sockeye 
and pink, has been traditionally the United Kingdom. Sales to that market 
amounted to 23.4 million pounds valued at $20.4 million, representing 61 
per cent of the value of Canadian exports of that product. 


Production of fish meal at about 100,000 short tons was the same 
as in the previous two years. Herring meal production increased 
appreciably on the Atlantic coast, from 26,000 tons in 1966 to 49,000 tons 
last year; on the Pacific coast, however, as a result of the curtailment 
of herring fishing activities, production dropped sharply from 27,000 tons 
to 10,000 tons. Groundfish or "whitefish" meal production on the Atlantic 
coast totalled 38,000 tons compared with 43,000 tons in 1966. 


Canadian exports of fish meal during the year amounted to 52,145 
short tons valued at $7.9 million. The corresponding figures for 1966 were 
52,948 short tons and $9.4 million. As in previous years, about 75 per 
cent of Canadian exports went to the United States and most of the rest 
to the United Kingdom. The world market for fish meal and oil was 
generally weak in 1967. The 1967 decline in price of fish meal was due 
mainly to a surplus of that commodity in Norway and Peru and to a mild 
European winter and lower livestock prices in the United States and Western 
Europe. U.S. prices of imported "whitefish" meal (f.0.b. Gloucester) 
which varied between $(U.S.) 150 to $(U.S.) 160 a ton during the second 
half of 1966, dropped gradually during 1967 and reached a low point of 
$(U.S.) 123 in October. A dramatic rise in Norwegian fish oil production 
and to a lesser extent in Peruvian production in the latter part of 1966 
and in 1967 resulted in a drastic drop in oil prices. For example, the 
price Of menhaden oil at New York which was reported at 9 and 10 cents 
(U.S. funds) throughout 1966 dropped to 7 - 74 cents in April 1967 to 6 cents 
in August and remained at that low level for the balance of the year. 


BOARD OPERATIONS 


Canned Mackerel 


In July of 1966 the Government authorized the Board to undertake 
purchases of fishery products to meet requirements of the World Food Program. 
This international agency with headquarters in Rome is supported by the 
governments of 65 nations and has been assigned responsibilities to meet 
food needs resulting from emergencies, and those associated with special 
projects in under-developed countries. Canada's participation is financed 
with money voted by Parliament for External Aid. 


On April 1, 1967, the Board held a carry-over from the purchases of 
the previous year of 19,687 cases of canned mackerel of the 1966 production 
which the World Food Program had been unable to use. This inventory that 
had been purchased from packers along the Northumberland Strait area of 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island was valued at cost at $113,200. Early 


in 1968, the World Food Program was able to accept delivery of the carry- 
over and the Board was reimbursed to the extent of $118,285. While the 
actual disposal produced a gross profit for the fiscal year of some 
$5,000, this was offset by storage and other charges, and the year's 
operation resulted in a net loss of $5,555. 


In June of 1967, the Government authorized the Prices Board to 
purchase canned mackerel of 1967 production to be stock piled against 
anticipated orders from the World Food Program. The cost of the operation 
including storage and domestic transportation charges was limited to 
$130,000. During the production season, the Board purchased 20,447 cases 
of canned mackerel at a total cost of $108,074. The World Food Program 
placed one order with the Board for a shipment of 800 cases to Bolivia. 
The receipts arising from this sale were $4,800. As the end of the fiscal 
year approached, it was learned that further World Food Program orders 
were unlikely to materialize before the end of March 1968. As the mackerel 
catch was much lower than average, the Board sold 17,000 cases back to the 
packers from whom it had been purchased, thus enabling them to continue 
supplying their traditional markets. The sale realized $70,722. At March 
31, 1968, there remained an inventory of 2,643 cases valued at cost at 
$14,248. Taking storage and transportation charges into account, the loss 
on sales for the fiscal year was $22,339. 


Lake Erie Yellow Perch 


In July 1966, the Government authorized the Board to undertake a 
price stabilization program on yellow perch for the period August 15, 1966 
to August 14, 1967. During the latter month, the extension of the program 
to March 31, 1968 was approved. The dockside price of that species in 
Ontario was stabilized at 10 cents a pound for number one quality. This 
price was about 80 per cent of the average of the three years preceding 
1966. The Board made this effective by buying frozen round perch from 
Canadian processors at 10 cents per pound plus 33 cents per pound for 
collection, freezing and storing and 40 cents per pound for fillets. The 
fillet price was based upon 10 cents a pound to the fishermen plus 20 cents 
for collection, filleting and freezing. 


On April 1, 1967, the Board held an inventory valued at cost, plus 
unrecovered storages charges, amounting to $53,071. During the year ended 
March 31, 1968 the cost of the Board's purchases in both round and fillet 
forms amounted to $783,658. Storage charges on those purchases amounted 
to $127,473. In the same period, receipts from sales totalled $375,645. 


At March 31, 1968 the value of inventory at cost amounted to 
$65,023. The loss on sales for the fiscal year totalled $523,535. 
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BOARD ACTIVITIES 


Fisheries Salt Assistance 


Vote 15 of the Main Estimates of 1967-68 contained an amount of 
$550,000 for payment of assistance, subject to terms and conditions 
prescribed by the Governor in Council, to producers of salted fish on 
products designated by the Governor in Council in the amount of 502% of 
the laid down cost of salt purchased for their production. This vote 
included authority to charge administrative costs of the measure to. 
Vote 5 of the Main Estimates of 1967-68 which provided for the adminis- 
trative expenses of the Fisheries Prices Support Act. The terms and 
conditions referred to above are contained in Order in Council P.C. 
1965-543 dated March 25, 1965, and this Order also designated the products 
to be included in the assistance program. 


During the fiscal year 1967-68 a total of 4614 individual payments 
were made to fishermen in the amount of $374,891.74. Payments by provinces 
were as follows:

Of the above, 140 for a total of $6,516.79 arose from the 1966 production 
year, 3 claims totalling $100.87 were from the 1965 production. 


During the year under review $175,108.24 was paid to fish processing 
plants on 206 claims. Of these, 6 totalling $14,485.12 were 1966 production, 
3 claims totalling $3,726.37 were 1965 production. Total claims and 
payments for the fiscal year were as follows:

Fishermen's Indemnity Plan 


The Executive Director of the Board is responsible for the day to 
day administration at headquarters of the Fishermen's Indemnity Plan. Under 
this Plan fishermen owning fishing vessels valued between $250 and $15,000 
are able to secure protection against marine perils, fire and thieves for a

premium of one per cent of the appraised value of the vessel. As at 

March 31, 1968 a total of 8,045 vessels valued at $35,463.915 was insured 
under the Plan. The Plan also offers lobster fishermen in the Atlantic 
Provinces low cost insurance against storm and other hazards to their 
lobster traps. On February 1, 1966, the Plan was extended to include 
fishing gear and shore installations. At the end of the fiscal year under 
review, there were 350 policies in effect for a total cover of $718,295. 
Fixed fishing gear accounted for 83 per cent of the total insured value. 


Research 


The Board continued to co-operate with the Economic Services of 
the Depart in the collection and analysis of costs of fishing operations 
in the Atlantic Coast Provinces. In addition, the staff, working in 
co-operation with the Department of Trade and Commerce, maintained a 
continuous review of the markets for various fishery products. 


STAFF 
The Chairman of the Board is a full time employee of the Department 
of Fisheries.

THE FISHING INDUSTRY - 1968 


The overall catch by Canadian fishermen during 1968 re- 
presented a nNe€wW record harvest. The catch of both fresh and salt 
water species totalled approximately 2.9 billion pounds having a 
landed value of 187 million dollars. The 1968 catch was thus 14 
per cent greater in quantity and 11 per cent greater in value than 
the catch during the previous year. It is estimated that the value 
of the fishery products derived from the 1968 landings will 
approximate $380 million. As has been the case in most recent years 


about 70 per cent of the resulting fishery products are exported.

Deficiency Payments Frozen Groundfish 

Due to the prevailing weakness in the frozen ground- 
fish markets, commencing in May 1968, the Federal Government 
provided deficiency payments to fishermen through the 
producers of “selected frozen '-groundfish products in the Atlantic 
Provinces. The deficiency payments involved an expenditure of 
$4.2 million. The expenditure was made through 89 agents of 
the Board which maintained prices to fishermen at or above the 
levels which prevailed during the previous year. The deficiency 
payments enabled most firms to continue in business although the 
disparity between production costs and the price realized 
(particularly on blocks) forced some plants to discontinue 
Operations.

FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT ACT 


Under the Fisheries Prices Support Act, the Board 
is responsible for investigating and, where appropriate, 
recommending action under the Act to support prices of 
fishery products where declines have been experienced. 
The basic principle of the legislationyisetor protect 
fishermen against sharp declines in prices and consequent 
loss of income due to causes beyond the control of the 
fishermen. The Board, subject to approval of the Governor 
in Council, is empowered to purchase fishery products at 
prescribed prices or to pay deficiency payments to producers 
of fishery products equal to the difference between a 
prescribed price and the average price at which such products 


were sold. 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY - 1969 


The total catch by 68 thousand Canadian fishermen 
during 1969 aggregated 2.7 billion pounds with a landed 
value of 182 million dollars. The results of the 1969 
fishery were thus slightly lower than during the previous 
year when 2.9 billion pounds sof fishsand shellfish were 
landed. It is estimated that the value of fishery products 
derived from the 1969 catch will approximate $370 million 


(70 per cent of which was exported). 


She 
Atlantic Coast fishermen landed some 2.4 billion 
pounds of fish and shellfish and recorded a marine product 
wealue Or Ig) militon dollars at point of first sale. 
Although the quantity of the landings increased in only 
Newfoundland and Prince Edward Island the value of the catch 


increased in each of the five Eastern provinces. With the 


exception of flounder and redfish the landings of most ground- 


fish species declined slightly in 1969 when compared to 1968, 
however, prices increased moderately. The East Coast herring 
catch as well as scallops and salmon declined in 1969 but 
any value decrease for these species was more than offset by 
increased lobster, crab and mackerel landings. 

Total landings by British Columbia fishermen declined 
subs tentialiy “in 1969. to 175 million pounds; some 92 million 
pounds less than in the previous year and little more than 
one half the quantity recorded in 1967. While the quantity 
of landings has declined substantially the value of landings 
has declined less sharply and totalled $47.5 million. 

In 1969 the value of salmon landed on the Pacific 
Coast declined.to o2/se mrliizon, $l/.1L million less than in 
1968. Total quantities landed, at 83.3 million pounds, were 
down almost 100 million pounds from the previous year. West 
Coast halibut landings by Canadian fishermen rose to a six 
year high of 33.8 million pounds. This catch combined with 
record halibut prices, averaging 42.6 cents per pound, 


produced a record return of $14.4 million to this particular 


Gi 


segment of the fishery. With the exception of herring (this 
fishery is still closed for fish to be wrilized, for reduction) 
the landings of most other species on the Pacific Coast were 
about average in 1969. 

Fish landings in Ontario, the Prairie Provinces and 
the Northwest Territories totalled approximately 121 million 
pounds having a landed value of $14 million and a marketed 
value of about $20 million. The total landings were thus 
about 6 million pounds greater than in 1968 and returned 


fishermen an additional Siol million. 


PRODUCTION AND MARKETING 1969 


As compared with 1968, total landings and the product 
resulting from these landings declined during 1969. However, 
the marketed value of production declined only moderately. The 
f.o.b. plant value of products produced during the year 
approximated “$370 million. about S10 million Less. than’ in 1963. 

Preliminary statistics indicate that the 1969 exports 
of fishery products amounted to $280 million an increase of over 
$20 million compared to the previous year. In conformity with 
previous years the exports constituted almost three quarters of 
the total production. The U.S.A. continues to be the main 
export market accounting for 702 of the total export value. 
Exports to Europe and the Carribbean constituted 20% and 7% 


respectively, of the total. Whole, dressed, fillets and blocks 


of seafishes accounted for over 42% of the total value of 
exports while canned products and shellfish constituted 14% 
and 16% respectively. 

Imports of fishery products into Canada during 1969 
were valued at $42.3 million. The main species imported were 
shrimp and tuna. 

Due to the reduced groundfish landings on the Atlantic 
Coast the production of groundfish fillets and blocks was 
approximately 2% lower in 1969 than in 1968. Weak prices 
during the first nine months of the year were reflected in 
a lower cod block production as well as a decline in the 
production of hake, cusk and pollock fillets and blocks. 

A strong and rising market for flatfish products induced a 
marked increase in the production of flounder fillets and 
blocks. The production of flounder products on the Atlantic 
Coast increased by about 20% to 63 million pounds during 1969. 

As in the previous year, fish meal production continued 
to increase in 1969. Atlantic Coast herring meal production 
amounted to 92 thousand tons as compared to 87 thousand tons 
in 1968. The production of groundfish meal remained stationary 
at about 47 thousand tons. Approximately 80% of the fish meal 
exports were marketed in the U.S.A. 

The 1969 British Columbia canned salmon pack amounted to 
only 622 thousand cases, a decline of over 1.1 million cases from 
the 1968 production level. Almost all salmon species except 


sockeye experienced the lowest production levels in five years. 


The lower volume was accompanied by higher export prices for 
sockeye and pinks. The prices for other salmon species re- 


mained close to the 1968 levels. 


BOARD PROGRAMS 


Lake Erie Yellow Perch 


Since 1966 the Fisheries Prices Support Board has 
operated yellow perch price stabilization programs. Losses 
resulted on the 1967 and 1966 programs but me 1969 program 
was operated without loss to the Government of Canada. Under 
the 1969 program yellow perch fillets were purchased from 
processors at 40 cents per pound provided fishermen received 
a minimum of ten cents per pound for spring perch used in the 
production of fillets and a4 minimum of 12 Gents per pound for 
fall production. During the year the Board purchased 1,690 
thousand pounds from Lake Erie processors at a cost of $676 
thousand. This entire quantity was resold to processors at 
cost prior to the end of the fiscal year. In spite of the 
record 30 million pound Lake Erie yellow perch catch fishermen 


received the highest average prices since 1965. 


De fictency Payments Saited Codfish 


To assist salted codfish fishermen who had experienced 
severe price declines as the result of oversupply and currency 


devaluation in some traditional markets, a deficiency payment 


program was introduced for the 1969 production season. The 

deficiency payment received by fishermen amounted to one 

half the difference between the price actually received for 

each particular size and grade and a target price which was 

based upon the returns to fishermen during the 1967 season. 
During the 1969-70 fiscal year a total of 5,403 

individual payments were made to fishermen or groups of fisher- 


men. Payments in total and by province were as follows:

Canned Mackerel 


To assist in meeting the Canadian requirements for the 
World Food Program and to assist in providing additional 
employment in those areas capable of producing canned mackerel 
the Board has, since 1966, been purchasing canned mackerel for 
shipment to developing nations. 

Board purchases, under this program, averaged 17,493 
cases during the 1966-68 period. During 1969 the original 
allocation to processors totalled 23,040 cases. World Food 
Program requirements necessitated the purchase of an additional 
7,293. cases utilizing Col:D.A. funds. By the end of the fiscal 
year the entire Board holdings had been shipped on orders 


received through the World Food Program.

Frozen Groundfish Stabilization 


The frozen groundfish stabilization program commenced 
on May 12th with the objective of forestalling distress selling 
in normal markets and to raise the market price of selected 
groundfish products to a point where basic costs were covered. 

Prior to the commencement of the program the market 
price for cod blocks approximated 21 cents per pound. During 
the peak production season the Board purchased 17.3 million 
pounds of cod blocks (representing 26% of total production) 
and 240 thousand pounds of cod 5's at prices ranging from 
234% to 26 cents. Before the end of the fiscal year the 
entire inventory was returned,at cost, to the industry. The 
market price for cod blocks had risen to the 26-27 cent level 
by the end of the year. 

During the operation of this program frequent con- 
sultations were maintained with the industry and with competing 
nations to ensure that current market information was available 
and to undertake market assessment.

THE FISHING INDUSTRY = 197.0 

The total Canadian catch by some 65 thousand 
fishermen approximated 2.6 billion pounds valued at 205 
“million dollars during 1970. Although the quantity 
landed declined slightly, the value of the commercial 
fish and shellfish landings increased by approximately 
21 million dollars when compared to 1969. 

Atlantic coast fishermen landed 2.3 billion 
pounds of fish. and shellfish during 1970 with a value. at 
pont of first sale of Talo milipon dollars. in £969, the 
comparable statistics were 2.4 billion pounds, valued at 
121 million dollars. In each of the Atlantic provinces, 
with the exception of Nova Scotia, the value of landings 
recorded increased in 1970 over the previous year. Although 
the catch of most significant species recorded decreased 
during the year, the unit prices paid fishermen advanced 
to record levels. 

Pacific coast landings at 238 million pounds valued 
at 60.3 million dollars advanced substantially over 1969 
when only 174 million pounds valued at 47.4 million dollars 
were landed. The value of salmon landed during 1970 rose 
to a record 45.1 million dollars with all species recording 
increases in quantity landed over 1969. The halibut fishery 
declined from its 1969 record value of 14.4 million dollars 


to 10.6 million as prices to fishermen declined from an 


average of 42.5 cents per pound to 35.9 cents. With ‘the 
exception of clams, most other species landed on the 
Canadian west coast declined during 1970. 

The 1970 inland fisheries landings are estimated 
at 206 million pounds valued at 13.5 million dollars. 
Mercury contamination and the resulting closure of a 
number of lakes and the curtailment of fishing certain 
species in specific areas contributed to the 12 per cent 
reduction in quantity and 7 per cent reduction in the 
Value Of intand species landed. 

PRODUCTION AND MARKETING 

The 1970 marketed value of Canadian fishery 
products will probably exceed 400 million dollars and surpass 
the 1968 record by Some I5° million dollars. Of this total 
output, about 70 per cent was exported. About three-quarters 
of the exports were marketed in the U.S.A. while about 20 
per cent, by value, was exported to Europe. Imports of 
fishery products into Canada increased by 22 per cent to 
54.5, MELLON Gollars: in 19770. Shrimp and tuna accounting 
for 50 per cent of the value continued to be the main 
products imported. 

Due to reduced total groundfish landings on the 
Atlantic coast, the prodtction of total’ fillets and blocks 
dropped from 253 million pounds in 1969 to 236 million 


pounds in 1970. The decline was general for all species of 


blocks and fillets with the exception of flounder fillets. 
Major marketing difficulties were not encountered for 

any of the groundfish products during the year. as demand 
reflected in high prices and lower stock figures out-— 
stripped supply. 

The production of salted groundfish continued 
its downward trend during 1970. Approximately 80 million 
pounds of groundfish were put to salt duxringtthe azwear; 

10) per cent less) than. an tlie previous year. Market demand 
for the salted products remained high during the year and 
returns to fishermen reached record levels. 

The output of fishmeal on the Atlantic coast 
during the year was 12 per cent less than recorded 1969 
Production. Herring meal output, at 80,000 tons, was ‘3 
per cent less than the 1969 production while the ground- 
fish meal plants produced 44,000 tons, six sper cent) less 
than in the previous year. 

The Pacific salmon pack in 1970, at 1,423,476 
cases, was eight per cent above the 1965-69 average annual 
pack. The pack of pink salmon (21 per cent above average) 
and of chum salmon (90 per cent above average) more than 
compensated for the reduced pack of sockeye, Spring and -eoho:. 
The export price of canned pink salmon remained the same as 
for the previous year while the export prices for the other 


three species of Pacific salmon advanced by about 10 per cent. 


EXPORT MARKET CONDITIONS 
Demand Conditions 

The U.S. continues to be the principal market 
for Canadian groundfish products. However, in recent 
years, other markets have begun to emerge, for example, 
the U.K., West Germany and eastern Europe. These markets 
have begun to attract increasing supplies of groundfish, 
primarily from Scandinavian producers, thereby increasing 
the pressure on supplies. Over the long term, demand for 
groundfish is growing faster than supply. The consumption

The year witnessed some major changes in the 
price of most groundfish products in the U.S. and other 
export markets. Up until September 1970, prices of 
almost all groundfish items including blocks with the 
exception of flounder fillets and blocks have been 
steadily edging upward in a more or less orderly fashion. 
The price enhancement during January-September of 1970 
reflected, generally speaking, the growing shortages on 
the supply front) inathe. faces of a fairly strong demand 
Sa tvation:. However, since September, price increases 
for blocks (all species) and particularly for ae blocks 
have assumed a different proportion. At the beginning 
of 1971 cod blocks at the primary wholesale level in 
the U.S. was 40 cents per pound. The priceyor cod sticks 
and cod portions also underwent several increases during 
L970). 

Despite these price experiences, the supply of 
cod blocks did not show any increase. The U.S. imports 
of cod blocks were 195 million pounds in 1970 as compared 
with 193 million, pounds in, 1969. 

PRICE STABILIZATION PROGRAMS 
Groundfish 

Early in the year, the Government authorized the 

Board to continue a modified price stabilization program 


for frozen groundfish products. The pregram in its 


conception, was designed to forestall distress selling 
in normal markets while ensuring fair returns to primary 
producers and processors. Since market conditions 
remained buoyant during the year it was unnecessary for 
the Board» to “acquire “product. The fact that a program 
was in place, but held in reserve may have aided in 
Maintaining orderly marketing conditions particularly 
during peak production months. 
Yellow Perch 

Programs designed to maintain stability in prices 
paid to yellow perch fishermen have been in effect since 
1966. Under the 1970 program, the Board acquired slightly 
over one million pounds of perch fillets at 40 cents per 
pound. All product was returned to suppliers by the end 
of the fiscal year at cost. The program, which added 
some stability to the marketing of this product during 
the initial mercury contamination difficulties, was 
operated without loss to the Government of Canada. 
Queen Crab 

An Atlantic Queen Crab program was instituted 
during the. fall months of 1970 to prevent distress sales 
of crab products, to provide temporary inventory financing 
and to stabilize the market for the Canadian product. 


By the time the program was operative, market conditions 


had. improved with the result that the Board accepted 
inventory valued at 92 thousand dollars. The program and 
the consultations with the industry did demonstrate to 
producers the necessity of producing a high quality 
product and the difficulties involved in marketing a 
multitude of labels. 
DEFICIENCY PAYMENT PROGRAMS 
Salt Codfish 

To ensure that the prices paid fishermen for 
their 1970 production of salt codfish approximated those 
of the previous year, a deficiency payment program was 
authorized for the year. By the end of the fiscal year, 
funds had not been expended since the final settlement 
to fishermen by the Canadian Saltfish Corporation had not 
been established. It was expected that payments under this 
program would commence early in the 1971-72 fiscal year. 
OTHER PROGRAMS AND ACTIVITIES 

To assist in meeting food fish requirements for 
the Canadian International Development Agency and the 
World Food Program, the Board has acted as purchasing 
agent and supplier for canned and salted products. During 
1970, the Board acquired, on its own behalf, 75,700 cases 


of mackerel for ultimate disposition through the World 


Food Program. The Board also acted as purchasing agent 
for C.I.D.A. and the World Food Program in acquiring an 
additional 339,203 cases of herring and mackerel. 
MARKET OUTLOOK SERVICE 

To enable the Atlantic coast groundfish exporters 
to w.plan and ¢asordinagte their preoductionvactevities, in 
relation to market requirements, the Board through the 
facilities of the Marketing Branch of the Fisheries 
Service, provides a market outlook service. This service 
commenced in the summer of 1970. The objective is to 
provide the industry at the commencement of the fishing 
season, a short term supply and demand outlook for fillets 
and blocks of the major groundfish species. Demand out- 
look covers the potential level of U.S. consumption. The 
Supply "outlook is dealtewitthsin termscofeatheimajor 
producers of groundfish such as Canada, Iceland, Norway, 
Denmark, Greenland, etc. The initial outlook is followed 
by pericdic situation reports. It is hoped to expand the 
coverage and increase the frequency of these reports in 


the future.

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Under the Fisheries Prices Support Act, the Board is 
responsible for investigating and, where appropriate, recom- 
mending action under the Act to support prices of fishery 
products where declines have been experienced. The basic 
principle of the legislation is to protect fishermen against 
sharp declines in prices and consequent loss of income due 
to causes beyond the control of the fishermen or the indus- 
try. The Board, subject to approval of the Governor in 
Council, is empowered to purchase fishery products at 
prescribed prices or to pay deficiency payments to produc- 
ers of fishery products equal to the difference between a 
prescribed price and the average price at which such pro- 
ducts were sold. 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY 1971 


Favourable market conditions resulted in high prices for 
the main fishery products during 1971. These conditions 
provided some 65,000 Canadian fishermen with gross 
earnings of 204 million dollars, an income level virtually 
unchanged from last year. Total landings at 2.5 billion 
pounds were however some 175 million pounds lower that 
the previous year. 

The bulk of Canada’s fisheries production comes from 
the Atlantic Coast, with landings of 2.2 billion pounds of 
fish and shellfish in 1971, a 6 per cent decline over 1970. 
Still this represented an all time high landed value of 133.5 
million dollars. 

The Pacific Coast landings totalled 227 million pounds, 
valued at 58 million dollars in 1971. The 1970 comparable 
statistics were 238 million pounds, valued at 60.3 million 
dollars, representing declines of 8 per cent in landings and 5 
per cent in value. 

The 1971 inland fisheries landings are estimated at 74.5 
million pounds, valued at 12.2 million dollars. Mercury 
contamination and the resulting closure of a number of 
lakes and the curtailment of fishing certain species in speci- 
fic areas contributed to the 32 million pounds reduction in 
quantity and the 1.1 million dollars decline in value of 
inland fisheries compared with the 1970 figures.

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PRODUCTION AND MARKETING 


The 1971 marketed value of Canadian fishery products 
is expected to exceed 425 million dollars, thereby sur- 
passing the 1970 record of 421.1 million dollars. Of this 
total output approximately 70 per cent was exported. The 
U.S. continues to be the principal market for the Canadian 
groundfish products buying more than two-thirds of all 
Canadian fishery exports. European and Caribbean coun- 
tries are the other important markets. 

The production of frozen groundfish fillets and blocks 
on the Atlantic Coast amounted to 250 million pounds, 4 
per cent more than in 1970. A decline of 11 million 
pounds in the production of frozen fillets was more than 
compensated for by an increase of 20 million pounds in the 
production of blocks, mainly flounder and cod. 

The production of salted groundfish continued its down- 
ward trend during the year with 144.2 million pounds of 
groundfish put to salt on the Atlantic Coast compared to 
155 million pounds in 1970. In Newfoundland, the largest 
producing area, 57.7 million-pounds of cod were salted 
compared to 81 million pounds in 1970. Market demand 
for the salted products remained high and returns to the 
fishermen were good. The major outlets for the Canadian 
salted fish products continue to be Jamaica, Puerto Rico, 
Portugal and the United States. 

Fishmeal production on the Atlantic Coast declined to 
59,000 tons from 80,000 tons in 1970 due mainly to lower 
landings of herring and increased use of the species for food 
purposes. The total fishmeal production in Canada was 
101,000 tons compared to 124,000 tons in 1970. 

The Pacific salmon pack in 1971 at 1,405,000 cases (48 
Ibs) was slightly lower than last year’s production of 
1,423,476 cases. 

Imports of fishery products into Canada increased by 12 
per cent to 60.8 million dollars. Shrimp and tuna account- 
ing for 66 per cent of the value were the main products 
imported.

The total groundfish consumption in the U.S. in 1971, 
was 602 million pounds as compared with 623 million 
pounds in 1970, representing a decrease of 21 million 
pounds or 3.4 per cent. The decline in fish consumption 
experienced during 1971 appears to have been brought 
about largely by the shortage of supplies and perhaps to 
some extent by high prices and related factors. The largest 
decline in the volume of consumption occurred in cod 
fillets, about 17 million pounds. The decrease in block 
consumption was about 8 million pounds as compared with 
a decline of over 16 million pounds in the consumption of 
sticks and portions. The consumptions of ocean perch 
fillets increased by 8 million pounds and flounder fillets by 
3.4 million pounds. During 1971 Canada supplied 96.3 
million pounds of fish blocks (all species) or 30 per cent of 
the U.S. imports of blocks. 

The prices of most groundfish products witnessed some 
sharp increases during 1971.

This program which provided some market stability for this 
product was operated without loss to the Government of 
Canada.

DEFICIENCY PAYMENT PROGRAMS 
Salt Codfish 


Last year a deficiency payment program was authorized 
on the 1970 salt cod production to ensure that the prices 
paid to fishermen for that year’s production of salt cod 
approximated those of the previous year. Payments to 
fishermen under this program were actually made during 
the fiscal year 1971-72, after the final settlement to the 
fishermen by the Canadian Saltfish Corporation had been 
established.

MARKET OUTLOOK SERVICE 


To enable the Atlantic Coast groundfish exporters to 
plan and coordinate their production activities in relation 
to market requirements, the Board through the facilities of 
the Marketing Services Branch of the Fisheries Service, 
provides a market outlook service. To meet the increasing 
needs of the industry in terms of market information and 
to expand and increase the frequency of these market out- 
look reports, additional staff has recently been hired. The 
objective is to provide the industry with a short term 
supply and demand outlook of the U.S. market for fillets 
and blocks of the major groundfish species, at the beginning 
of the fishing season followed by periodic situation reports. 
The supply outlook covers the major producers of ground- 
fish such as Canada, Iceland, Norway, Denmark and 
Greenland.

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FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT ACT 
Under the Fisheries Prices Support Act, the Board is 


responsible for investigating and, where appropriate, recom- 


mending action under the Act to support prices of fishery 
products where declines have been experienced. The basic 
principle of the legislation is to protect fishermen against 
sharp declines in prices and consequent loss of income due 
to causes beyond the control of the fishermen or the indus- 
try. The Board, subject to approval of the Governor in 
Council, is empowered to purchase fishery products at 
prescribed prices or to pay deficiency payments to produ- 
cers of fishery products equal to the difference between a 
prescribed price and the average price at which such pro- 
ducts were sold. 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY 1972 


Canadian landings of fish and shellfish in 1972 amount- 
ed to 2.3 billion pounds, 6 per cent less than in 1971. The 
landed value at $233 million represented an increase of iF 
per cent over the 1971 landed value of $204 million. On 
the average the 60,000 Canadian fishermen enjoyed a good 
year in 1972. The volume of the catch was lower in some 
instances but generally higher prices to fishermen com- 
pensated largely for the lower catch. 

Atlantic Coast fishermen landed 1.8 billion pounds of 


fish and shellfish providing gross earnings of $145.3 million. 


Although this was a decrease in landings of 338 million 
pounds, the landed value increased by 9 per cent over the 
1971 figures. The decrease in landings was caused mainly 
by a lower herring catch and extreme weather conditions 
which prevailed during the winter and spring of 1972. 

On the Pacific Coast, the year 1972 marked a reversal 
of the downward trend in total landings of the past several 
years, due mainly to the substantial increase in herring 
landings. Total catch of fish and shellfish amounted to 
338 million pounds valued at $75.1 million compared to 
229 million pounds valued at $59 million for 1971. The 
1972 catch was thus 48 per cent greater in quantity and 
30 per cent greater in value than the catch during the 
previous year. Herring and Salmon were the two important 
species recording higher catches in 1972 in comparison

The catch of herring rose from 22 million 
pounds to 86 million pounds and salmon landings climbed 
from 132 million pounds to 164 million pounds. 

In inland fisheries, landings were an estimated 90 million 
pounds, valued to fishermen at $14 million in comparison 
with 88.6 million pounds and $12.5 million in 1971. 


PRODUCTION AND MARKETING 


The demand for fishery products on the world markets 
in 1972 was generally good and higher prices prevailed for 
many products. The 1972 output of frozen groundfish 
fillets and blocks on the Atlantic Coast dropped to 239.3 
million pounds from 269.1 million pounds in 1971. Frozen 
cod products accounted for 39 per cent of frozen ground- 
fish production followed by flatfish and redfish at 24 per 
cent and 22 per cent respectively. 

The production of salted groundfish continued its down- 
ward trend during the year with 114 million pounds of 
groundfish put to salt on the Atlantic Coast compared 
with 144 million pounds in 1971. The decline was attri- 
buted to severe weather conditions, the continuous failure 
of the Labrador fishery and the excellent market demand 
for cod in the fresh and frozen states. The demand for the 
salted products remained buoyant with satisfactory prices 
resulting in record returns to fishermen. The major outlets 
for the Canadian salted fish products in 1972 were the 
United States, Puerto Rico; Brazil, Portugal, Spain, Italy 
and Greece. : 

Fish meal production in 1972 declined to 81,000 short 
tons, a decrease of 20 per cent from the previous year. 
Lower landings of herring and a greater use of this species 
for food purposes accounts for the decrease of herring meal 
from 59,000 tons in 1971 to 37,000 tons in 1972. The 
1972 production of groundfish offal meal remained relati- 
vely unchanged over last year. 

The canned salmon pack in British Columbia totalled 
1.2 million cases (48 Ibs) in 1972, compared with 1.4 mil- 
lion cases the previous year, a decrease of 17 per cent, 
because of lower landings of Sockeye and Coho. However 
the frozen Pacific salmon output rose sharply from 20 mil- 
lion pounds in 1971 to 40 million pounds in 1972, an in- 
crease of 100 per cent, due principally to increased landings

of chum salmon, which climbed to 66 million pounds in 
1972, in comparison with 12 million pounds the previous 
year. 

In 1972, Canada imported fishery products valued at 
$82 million an increase of 35 per cent over 1971. The main 
products imported were shrimp, tuna and lobster. 

The marketed value of Canada’s fishery products during 
1972 is expected to reach a new record high of $500 mil- 
lion, up $45 million from the record level of 1971. Canada 
exported 66 per cent of its total output of fishery products 
in 1972. The United States absorbed 68 per cent of the 
Canadian exports, Europe 22 per cent and the Caribbean 
and other countries about 5 per cent each. 

The total consumption of groundfish in the United 
States in 1972, amounted to 713 million pounds, as com- 
pared with 602 million pounds in 1971, an increase of 
18.5 per cent.

The above table demonstrates that fillet consumption 
increased by 50 million pounds and block consumption by 
61 million pounds in 1972. The disappearance of cod fillets 
was slightly higher (3.4 million lbs) than in the previous 


year but Haddock, Flatfish and Ocean Perch fillet consump- 


tion climbed substantially. 
Canada remained the largest supplier of blocks to the 
U.S. despite a drop in its U.S. exports from 96 million

During the 
same period Canadian cod block exports decreased from 59 
to 47 million pounds. 

Norway exported less cod blocks to the U.S. in 1972 
than in the previous year (36 million pounds as against 42 
million pounds) but more from the other species thus 
maintaining its total block exports at the same level as in 
1971. Icelandic Cod exports to the U.S. dropped from 46 
to 38 million pounds and the total Icelandic block exports 
declined from 74 to 62 million pounds between 1972 and 
1971. 

Denmark, including Faroe Islands and Greenland made 
substantial advances on the U.S. block market last year, 
doubling their Cod block exports (29 million pounds to 58 
million pounds) in comparison with 1971. Japan shipped 
more than ten times the 1971 quantity in 1972 to the U.S. 
and its Alaska Pollock exports increased from 2 to 32 mil- 
lion pounds. 

Most groundfish products witnessed substantial price 
increases during 1972-73. Cod block prices rose to 60 
cents per pound, an increase of 13 cents over last year; 
Haddock blocks to 61.5 cents per pound, a raise of 13.5 
cents; Flounder to 60 cents per pound, an increase of 16 
cents and Ocean Perch to 54 cents per pound, an increase 
of 11.5 cents, reflecting a shortage of supplies and a grow- 
ing market demand.

PRICE STABILIZATION PROGRAMS 


Groundfish 


The Fisheries Prices Support Board was authorized by 
the Government to operate a frozen groundfish price stabi- 
lization program in 1972, designed to forestall distress sell- 
ing in normal markets while ensuring fair returns to the 
primary producers. Since market conditions remained fa- 
vourable throughout the year, it was not necessary for the 
Board to acquire fishery products under this program. The 
fact that the program was in place however, contributed in 
maintaining orderly marketing conditions. 


Freshwater Fish 


To maintain stability in the prices paid to fishermen of 
the Northwest Territories, Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and Northwestern Ontario, during the period of June 1 to 
December 31, 1972, the Board was authorized to operate a 
Freshwater Fish Price Stabilization program in the amount 
of $3 million. Under this program the Board acquired fish 
valued at $3,819,004.07 and sold back to the original 
supplier fish valued at $3,543,608.55. Payments to the 
Board total $2,835,777.40 and the balance due consists of 
fish still in inventory valued at $303,490.83 and accounts 
receivable totalling $707,832.15. 


Yellow Perch 


A Yellow Perch price stabilization program in the 
amount of $1 million was authorized to maintain stability 
in the prices paid to Canadian fishermen for Yellow Perch 
during the period October 1, 1972 to March 31, 1973. 
Under this program the Board purchased 896,500 pounds 
of !.0.F. Yellow Perch fillets at a cost of $743,096.25 in- 
cluding storage, handling and related charges. The entire 
inventory was returned at cost to the original supplier 
before March 31, 1973.

DEFICIENCY PAYMENT PROGRAMS 


Salt Codfish 


A deficiency payment program was authorized on the 
1970 salt cod production to ensure that the prices paid to 
fishermen for that year’s production of salt cod approxi- 
mated those of the previous year. The bulk of the pay- 
ments to the fishermen for this program was made during 
fiscal year 1971-72. Payments during the current fiscal 
year amounted to $304.74. 


OTHER PROGRAMS AND ACTIVITIES 


The Board acts as the purchasing agent of fishery pro- 
ducts to meet the food fish requirements for the World 
Food Program (WFP) and the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA). On April 1, 1972, the Board 
held a carry-over from the purchases of the previous year 
of 104,198 cases of canned mackerel which the World 
Food Program had been unable to use, This inventory mo- 
ved early in the fiscal year 1972-73, to fill canned fish or- 
ders from WFP and CIDA and in addition the Board pur- 
chased 92,346 cases of canned mackerel and 109,338 cases 
of canned herring. At March 31, 1973, the Board held in 
inventory 9,813 cases of canned mackerel.

During 1972-73, the Board incurred the following ad- 
ministrative expenditures under Vote of the Department 
of the Environment.

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FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT ACT 


The Fisheries Prices Support Act which came 
into force in 1947, gives the Fisheries Prices 
Support Board the usual powers of a Government 
corporation and provides it with a working fund of 
$25 million. The Board is responsible for 
investigating and, where appropriate, 
recommending action under the Act to support 
prices of fishery products where declines have 
been experienced. The basic principle of the 
legislation is to protect fishermen against sharp 
declines in prices and consequent loss of income 
due to causes beyond the control of the fishermen 
or the industry. The Board, subject to approval of 
the Governor-in-Council, is empowered to 
purchase fishery products at prescribed prices or 
to pay deficiency payments to producers of fishery 
products equal to the difference between a 
prescribed price and the average price at which 
such products were sold. 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY 1973 


Total Canadian landings of fish and shellfish, 
including freshwater fish amounted to 2.2 billion 
pounds in 1973, 1 per cent less than in 1972. The 
landed value at $316 million represented an 
increase of 37 per cent over the 1972 landed value 
of $233 million. 


The table on the following page gives 
comparable figures of landings and values of the 
main species of sea fisheries, between 1973 and 
1972 for the Atlantic and Pacific Coasts. 


On the Atlantic Coast landings were down by 4 
per cent in 1973 as compared with 1972. The 
decrease in landings was caused by limited supply 
of some species, bad weather and ice conditions 
which prevailed during the winter and spring of 
1973. However, due to the high level of prices 
resulting from strong international demand, 
landed value increased by 18 per cent over the 
1972 figures. 


The major portion of the Atlantic catch is made 
up of groundfish which represents nearly one half

of the total value. Cod, the most important species 
in this category suffered a decline of 19 per cent in 
landings in 1973, but because of a strong market 
position, showed an increase in value of 13 per 
cent in comparison with 1972. Redfish has made 
substantial progress in market acceptability on the 
North American market and the landings climbed 
to 357 million pounds from 242 million pounds the 
previous year, a gain of 47 per cent and a landed 
value of $17.6 million, 85 per cent higher than 
1972 figures. 


Herring remains the most important species in 
quantity and value of pelagic fish on the Atlantic 
Coast, although its landings dropped by 26 per 
cent in 1973 in comparison to 1972. The main 
reason for this decline is attributed to lower 
landings from the herring stocks of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. Most other species of pelagic fish 
realized substantial gains in 1973 in quantity and 
value. 


Shellfish landings on the Atlantic Coast 
increased by 15 per cent with a 4 per cent increase 
in value in 1973, as compared with the previous 
year. Scallop landings dropped by 7 per cent while 
most other shellfish species gained in volume and 
value over the 1972 figures. 


Each of the four Atlantic provinces and Quebec 
registered an increase in landed value in 1973 for 
an all time high of $171 million, an increase of 18 
per cent over 1972. Newfoundland recorded the 
best results with an increase of 31 per cent or 
$11.3 million for a total landed value of $47.7 
million. 


Landings on the Pacific Coast rose again in 
1973 to a total of 388.8 million pounds valued at 
$130.4 million, an increase of 13 per cent in 
landings and 51 per cent in landed value over 
1972. Essentially, fishing activities were 
comparatively unchanged from the previous year 
but the exceptional increase in the price of salmon 
and herring accounted for the large increase in 
landed value. Salmon remains the major species 
of the Pacific Coast fishery with total landings of 
185 million pounds valued at $100 million. Herring

recorded substantial gains in 1973, totalling 122.6 
million pounds, a gain of 42 per cent over 1972 
with a landed value of $10.9 million compared to 
$2.7 million the previous year, an increase of 235 
per cent. 


Canada’s total landings of inland fisheries were 
estimated at 89.6 million pounds, valued to 
fishermen at $15.8 million. 


PRODUCTION AND MARKETING 


In general, 1973 was a good year for the fishing 
industry. Although landings were down for some 
species, the value of the catch increased by $70 
million over the previous year for a total of $316 
million. Because of an exceptionally strong 
demand for fishery products on the world markets, 
the market value of all fishery products in 1973 is 
expected to reach $700 million as compared to 
$500 million in 1972, an increase of 40%. 


The 1973 Canadian output of frozen groundfish 
fillets and blocks totalled 266 million pounds as 
compared with 258 million pounds in 1972. Frozen 
redfish products accounted for 33 per cent of 
frozen groundfish production, followed by cod 
and flatfish at 26 per cent and 23 per cent 
respectively. 


The production of salted fish remained virtually 
unchanged in 1973 in comparison with 1972 with 
117 million pounds put to salt on the Atlantic 
Coast. The demand for the salted products 
remained buoyant with satisfactory prices 
resulting in record returns to fishermen. The major 
outlets for the Canadian salted fish products in 
1973 were the United States, Puerto Rico, Brazil, 
Spain, Portugal, Italy and Greece. 


Fish meal production in 1973 declined to 54,502 
short tons from 80,727 tons, a decrease of 32 per 
cent from the previous year. Lower landings of 
herring and a greater use of this species for food 
consumption account for the substantial decrease 
of fish meal production. 


The canned salmon pack in British Columbia 
totalled 1.5 million cases (48 Ibs) in 1973,

PRODUCTION ET COMMERCIALISATION 


En régle générale, 1973 a été une bonne année 
pour l’industrie de la péche. Bien que les 
débarquements de certaines espéces aient baissé 
par rapport a l’année précédente la valeur des 
prises a augmenté de 70 millions de dollars pour 
atteindre un total de 316 millions. A cause de la 
demande exceptionnellement forte de produits de 
la péche sur les marchés mondiaux, on s’attend a 
ce que la valeur marchande de tous les produits 
de péche atteigne 700 millions de dollars en 1973 
comparativement a 500 millions de dollars en

compared with 1.2 million cases the previous year, 
an increase of 25 per cent, due mainly to 
increased landings of Sockeye and Chum. The 
frozen Pacific salmon output rose from 40 million 
pounds in 1972 to 52 million pounds in 1973, an 
increase of 30 per cent. 


In 1973, Canada imported fishery products 
valued at approximately $100 million, a 20 per cent 
increase over last year. The main products 
imported were shrimp, tuna and lobster. 


Canada exported two-thirds of its total output of 
fishery products in 1973. The United States 
absorbed 63 per cent of the Canadian exports, 
Europe 21 per cent, the Caribbean 3 per cent and 
other countries 13 per cent. 


The total consumption of groundfish in the 
United States in 1973 amounted to 740 million 
pounds as compared with 706 million pounds in 
1972, an increase of 5 per cent. The consumption 
of blocks and fillets increased by 15 and 19 million 
pounds respectively.

Canada remained the largest supplier of fillets to 
the United States in 1973 with 161 million pounds, 
a6 million pound increase over the previous year.

exports decreased from 47 million to 38 million 
pounds. Other major suppliers of fillets and blocks 
to the U.S. market in 1973 were Iceland, Norway, 
Denmark, Greenland, Poland and Japan. Norway 
and Denmark exported less cod blocks to the U.S. 
in 1973 which reduced their total block exports by 
16 and 8 million pounds respectively in 
comparison with 1972. Japan made substantial 
advances on the U.S. market last year, doubling 
their Alaska Pollock block exports to 82 million 
pounds in comparison with 41 million pounds 

the previous year. 


Most groundfish products witnessed substantial 
price increases during 1973. Wholesale prices in 
the U.S. show that Cod block prices rose to 80 
cents per pound, an increase of 31 cents, during 
the year; Haddock blocks to 85 cents per pound, 
an increase of 26 cents; Flounder to 68 cents per 
pound, an increase of 9 cents, and Ocean Perch to 
62 cents per pound, an increase of 12 cents, 
reflecting a shortage of supplies and a growing 
market demand. 


The Board, through the facilities of the 
Marketing Services Branch, Fisheries and Marine 
Service, provides a market outlook service to the 
Atlantic Coast groundfish exporters to enable 
them to plan and co-ordinate their production 
activities in relation to market requirements. The 
objective is to provide the industry with a short 
term supply and demand outlook of the U.S. 
market for fillets and blocks of the major 
groundfish species at the beginning of the fishing 
season followed by periodic situation reports. The 
supply outlook covers the major producers of 
groundfish such as Canada, Iceland, Norway, 
Denmark, Greenland and Japan.

Le Canada est resté le plus gros vendeur de 
filets aux Etats-Unis en 1973, y expédiant 161 
millions de livres de ce produit, soit une 
augmentation de 6 millions de livres par rapport a 
l'année précédente.

PRICE STABILIZATION PROGRAMS 


Groundfish 


The Fisheries Prices Support Board was 
authorized by the Government to operate a frozen 
groundfish price stabilization program in 1973, 
designed to forestall distress selling in normal 
markets while ensuring fair returns to the primary 
producers. Since market conditions remained 
favourable throughout the year, it was not 
necessary for the Board to acquire fishery 
products under this program. The fact that the 
program was in place, however, contributed in 
maintaining orderly marketing conditions. 


Freshwater Fish 


To maintain stability in the prices paid to 
fishermen of the Northwest Territories, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba and Northwestern 
Ontario, during the period of June 1 to December 
31, 1973, the Board was authorized to operate a 
Freshwater Fish Price Stabilization program in the 
amount of $3 million. Under this program the 
Board acquired frozen freshwater fish valued at 
$3,205,447.49 and sold back to the original 
supplier fish valued at $2,438,365.66. Payments to 
the Board totalled $1,536,310.23 and the balance 
due consists of fish still in inventory valued at 
$767,081.83 and accounts receivable totalling 
$902,055.43. 


Fishmeal 


In June, 1973, because of a world shortage of 
protein, the United States placed an embargo on 
the export of high protein animal foods. This 
action affected the Canadian feed manufacturers 
because large quantities of protein meal used in 
Canada are imported from the United States. 


To protect the Canadian domestic needs of 
protein meal, the Canadian Government put fish 
meal and other protein foods under embargo. 
Since the chief markets for fish meal are the 
United States and Britain, the producers found 
themselves in difficulty due to the government

Les prospectives 
initiales sont suivies par des rapports périodiques 
sur la conjoncture.

PROGRAMMES DE STABILISATION DES PRIX 


Le poisson de fond 


En 1973, le gouvernement a autorisé |’Office des 
prix des produits de la péche a appliquer un 
programme de stabilisation des prix du poisson de 
fond, afin d’empécher la vente a prix dérisoire sur 
les marchés ordinaires, tout en garantissant des 
gains acceptables aux producteurs primaires.

Le poisson d’eau douce 


Du 1° juin au 31 décembre 1973, I’Office a eu 
l'autorisation d’appliquer un programme de 
Stabilisation des prix de poisson d’eau douce, 


imposed export embargo on the product. Some 
plants faced the prospects of closing, resulting in 
lay-offs for fishermen and plant workers. 


To assist Canadian fish meal producers, 
temporarily affected by the export embargo on the 
product, and to protect the fishermen against 
serious loss of income, the Government 
authorized a purchase program for fish meal 
under the provisions of the Fisheries Prices 
Support Act. The Board under this program 
acquired 960 tons of fish meal and the entire 
inventory was returned to the original supplier 
before March 31, 1974. Limited use was made of 
this program by the industry because the export 
control restrictions affecting fish meal were 
relaxed in late August and completely removed in 
October. 


Yellow Perch 


Since 1966 the Fisheries Prices Support Board 
has been operating a Yellow Perch Price 
Stabilization Program to maintain prices to 
fishermen on Lake Erie, during peak production 
periods. In 1973, however, because of buoyant 
market conditions, it was not necessary to operate 
a Price Stabilization Program for Yellow Perch. 
Landings of Yellow Perch in 1973 totalled 18 
million pounds valued at $5.5 million compared 
with 15 million pounds valued at $4.3 million for 
1972. 


Other Programs and Activities 


The Board acts as the purchasing agent of 
fishery products to meet the food fish 
requirements for the World Food Program (WFP) 
and the Canadian International Development 
Agency (CIDA). During the year the Board 
purchased 56,389 cases of canned mackerel and 
50,340 cases of canned herring. At March 31, 1974, 
the Board held in inventory 7,331 cases of canned 
mackerel.

Farine de poisson

Etant donné que 
les principaux débouchés de farine de poisson 
sont les Etats-Unis et la Grande-Bretagne, les 
producteurs se sont trouvés dans une position 
délicate a cause de |’embargo imposé par le 
gouvernement sur les exportations de ce produit.

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FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT ACT 


The Fisheries Prices Support Act which came 
into force in 1947 gave the Fisheries Prices Support 
Board the usual powers of aGovernment corporation 
and provided it with a working fund of $25 million. 
The Board is responsible for investigating and, 
where appropriate, recommending action under 
the Act to support prices of fishery products where 
declines have been experienced. The basic 
principle of the legislation is to protect fishermen 
against sharp declines in prices and consequent 
loss of income due to causes beyond the control 
of the fishermen or the industry. The Board, subject 
to approval of the Governor-in-Council, is 
empowered to purchase fishery products at 
prescribed prices or to pay deficiency payments 
to producers of fishery products equal to the 
difference between a prescribed price and the 
average price at which such products were sold. 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY 1974 


In general, the past year for the Canadian fishing 
industry was characterized by declining overall 
catches, rising costs of production and sluggish 
market conditions. 


LANDINGS 


Preliminary figures indicate total Canadian 
landings of fish and shellfish, including freshwater 
fish, amounted to 1.9 billion pounds in 1974, a 
decrease of 14 percent as against 1973. The landed 
value at $293 million represented a decrease of 9 
percent from the 1973 landed value of $320 million. 


On the Atlantic Coast landings were 1,532 
million pounds in 1974, a decline of 14 percent in 
weight and 1 percent in value as compared with 
1973. The decrease in landings was attributable to 
several factors including the over-exploited state 
of certain species, severe ice conditions late into 
the spring of 1974 and a six-week strike by the 
Newfoundland trawler fishermen during the 
summer of 1974. Groundfish accounted for 55 
percent of the total Atlantic Coast catch by weight 
and 45 percent in terms of landed value. 


Fish landings on the Pacific Coast also dropped

in 1974. The total landed catch on the West Coast 
was 298 million pounds, a decline of 23 percent by 
weight and 22 percent by value as compared with 
1973. Salmon landings amounted to 134 million 
pounds, a drop of 28 percent in weight and 36 
percent in landed value as compared with 1973. 


Canada’s total 1974 landings of the inland 
fisheries were estimated at 105 million pounds, 
representing aslightly higher volume and value 
than the previous year. 


The quantity and value of the total 1974 shellfish 
catch was on the 1973 level. Within this total, 
scallops and shrimp registered some increases 
while landings of clams and lobsters declined. 


The table onthe previous page gives comparable 
figures on landings and value for the main species 
of the sea fisheries during 1973 and 1974 for the 
Atlantic and Pacific Coasts. 


On the Atlantic Coast, the Nova Scotia catch of 
all sea fish species in 1974 was about 622 million 
pounds, almost the same level as in 1973. However, 
catches in other Atlantic Provinces during 1974 
were lower than in 1973. New Brunswick landings 
at 241 million pounds were down 14 percent in 
volume and 5 percent in value. Quebec landings at 
117 million pounds were down 29 percent in weight 
and 6 percent in value. Prince Edward Island with 
35.7 million pounds in landings suffered reductions 
of 43 percent in weight and 21 percent in value, 
and Newfoundland with catches of 516 million 
pounds experienced reductions of 24 percent in 
weight and 11 percent in value. 


PRODUCTION AND MARKETING 


On the production side, low catches, the small 
size of fish landed and an unfavourable species 
mix, together with rising input costs led to high 
costs per unit of production. On the market side, 
groundfish export prices on the average declined 
by about 20 percent. Markets for fishery products 
were sluggish owing to poor economic conditions 
and the plentiful supply of relatively low priced 
meat and poultry. As a result, processors have 
encountered a Serious cost-price squeeze. This 
has led to severe cash-flow problems. Sluggish

market conditions led to a build-up of inventories. 
This situation imposed additional financial burdens 
on the industry. 


The marketed value of all Canadian fishery 
products in domestic and export markets in 1974, 
is estimated at $700 million as compared with $750 
million in 1973. The 1974 Canadian output of frozen 
groundfish fillets and blocks totalled 191 million 
pounds as against 266 million pounds in 1973. 
Exports of frozen blocks declined by more than 46 
percent in quantity. Exports of frozen cod fillets 
were practically unchanged in value between the 
two years but volume decreased by 28 percent. 
The output of products from redfish and flatfishes 
declined by 50 percent and 15 percent respectively. 
The production of sticks and portions, mainly for 
domestic markets, increased from 31 million pounds 
in 1973 to 31.5 million pounds in 1974. The volume 
of frozen salmon products decreased from 50.8 
million pounds in 1973 to 22.7 million pounds in 
1974. Canned salmon production at 1.4 million 
cases (48 |b.) was only slightly less than the 1973 
level. 


1974 saltfish production increased by about 7 
percent compared with 1973. The saltfish market 
was buoyant for most of the year and the value of 
products sold is estimated to have reached $26 
million, an increase of 18 percent over last year. 


Production of fish meal on the Atlantic Coast rose 
by 11 percent over 1973 to 54,940 metric tons. Oil 
production amounted to 2.7 million gallons in 1974, 
as compared with 3.2 million gallons in 19783. 


During 1974, the total value of shellfish products 
increased by about 17 percent over 1973. The 
value of frozen lobster meat production increased 
by over 50 percent although lobster landings 
declined by 8 percent as compared to 1973. Markets 
for frozen crab meat and canned crab weakened 
and by the year-end large inventories had 
accumulated. 


The value of fish exported from Canada 
amounted to $437 million in 1974, as compared to 
$499 million in 1973. Over 60 percent of 1974 
exports was shipped to the U.S. market. A 30

PRODUCTION ET COMMERCIALISATION 


Du point de vue de la production, les faibles 
prises, la petitesse du poisson débarqué et le 
mauvais mélange d’espeéces de poisson, ainsi que 
les codts élevés des opérations ont fait grimper les 
couts de chaque unité de production.

La production de filets et de 
blocs congelés de poisson de fond se chiffre a 191 
millions de livres tandis que celle de 1973 a atteint

During 1974, Canadian retail sales of fishery 
products were reported to be more or less on the 
same level as in 1973. The total Canadian 
consumption ofall fish and seafood was about 
267 million pounds (edible weight) in 1974. Imports 
of fish into Canada showed an increase in value 
from $111.2 million in 1973 to $120.2 million in 
1974. Increased imports were recorded for the fresh 
and chilled seafish and shellfish categories in 
general and for shrimp and prawns in particular. 


REVIEW OF 1974 DEMAND CONDITIONS 


As measured at the wholesale level, the 1974 
total U.S. groundfish consumption amounted to 
589 million pounds. In comparison with the 1973 
record consumption of 740 million pounds, this 
was a drop of 20 percent. Both the fillet and block 
segments of the market declined substantially. 
Fillet consumption declined from 380 million 
pounds in 1973 to 316 million pounds in 1974, that 
is by 17 percent, and block consumption from 360 
to 273 million pounds, a decline of 24 percent. The 
consumption of fish sticks and portions decreased 
by 8 percent during the same period, from 420 to 
387 million pounds.

The above table shows that the decline in the 
consumption of groundfish fillets between 1973 
and 1974 applied fairly evenly to all different 
species. The variations were more pronounced in 
respect of blocks. The consumption of Cod blocks 
dropped off from 177 to 113 million pounds, that is 
by 37 percent. Pollock block consumption, in 
contrast, fell by only 3 percent, from 83 to 81 
million pounds. As a result, the share of Cod blocks 
in total U.S. block consumption declined from 49 
to 41 percent in the U.S. market over the past two 
years. 


Canada remained the largest supplier of fillets 
to the United States with 120 million pounds but 
dropped to fourth place as a supplier of blocks 
with a sharp reduction from 65 million pounds in 
1973 to 34 million pounds in 1974. 


Most groundfish products witnessed substantial 
price decreases during 1974. Wholesale prices in 
the U.S. for Cod blocks dropped from 82 cents per 
pound to 58 cents; Flounder fillets from 92 cents 
per pound to 84 cents per pound; Ocean Perch 
fillets from 59 to 50 cents per pound. These price 
drops were accompanied by a marked build-up of 
inventories in the U.S. and exporting countries. 
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ETUDE DES CONDITIONS DE LA DEMANDE

Failure of retail prices to drop correspondingly 
together with competition from plentiful supplies of 
meat and poultry contributed to market problems 
for fish. There has been a divergence between the 
behavior of seafood prices at the wholesale and 
retail levels. Due to certain rigidities, a substantial 
drop in wholesale prices has not been reflected at 
the retail end. This predicament in fish retail prices 
has been contrary to the behavior of competing 
animal protein prices which evidenced a drop at 
both the wholesale and retail levels. To the extent 
that the “relative” retail price of fish continues to 
remain high, the demand for fish is likely to suffer. 
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Ce tableau nous montre que la baisse dansla 
consommation de filets de poisson de fond s’ap- 
plique d’une maniére plus ou moins égale a toutes 
les differentes espéces. C'est la consommation de 
blocs qui a subi de plus fortes variations. En effet, 
la consommation de blocs de morue s'est écroulée 
de 177 a113 millions de livres, soit une réduction 
de 37%, tandis que celle des goberges n’a baissé 
que de 3%, puisqu’elle est passée de 83 a 81 
millions de livres.

FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT BOARD 
ACTIVITIES 


During the year the Fisheries Prices Support 
Board held six meetings. Two Members, Mr. Eric 
Turnill of Vancouver and Mr. Jack Estey of Halifax, 
retired from the Board on expiration of their terms 
of office. Appreciation is acknowledged for their 
dedicated services and valuable counsel. Two new 
Members, Mr. J. B. Morrow of Lunenburg, N.S., and 
Mr. J. B. Buchanan of Vancouver, B.C., joined the 
Board. 


Because of the serious problems facing the 
fishing industry, anumber of assistance measures 
became necessary. During 1974, the following 
programs were administered by the Fisheries 
Prices Support Board. 


GROUNDFISH, CRAB AND LOBSTER 
COLD STORAGE AND INVENTORY FINANCING 
COSTS ASSISTANCE PROGRAM 


To assure fishermen a market for their catches 
at stable prices and to assist the fish processing 
industry in the orderly marketing of fish products, 
the Fisheries Prices Support Board operated an 
inventory and cold storage assistance program for 
frozen groundfish, canned and frozen crab meat 
and canned and frozen lobster meat. The program 
was approved in July for the period July 1 to 
October 31, 1974 and $3.5 million was allocated 
for this purpose. In October, the program was 
extended at the previously approved rate to 
December 31, 1974 and at a declining rate from 
January 1 to March 31, 1975. Additional funding of 
$4 million was authorized for 1974-75 and $0.5 
million for carry over costs in 1975-76. The 
assistance to the frozen groundfish industry was 
conditional upon the maintenance of July 1, 1974 
prices to fishermen. Payments under this program 
totalled $7,375,531 during the 1974-75 budget year. 


EXTENSION OF CREDIT FOR 
INVENTORY FINANCING 


The Government authorized $5.5 million under 
the Fisheries Development Act to provide credit 
for inventory financing of selected fishery products

Section 88 of the Bank Act had been fully used. 


This program was effective from July 1, 1974 to 
November 1, 1974. Eighteen loans, totalling 
$3,790,000, were approved under this program. 


CANNED OCEAN PERCH 


In order to maintain Canadian fishery product 
inventories in good condition, the Government 
authorized $1.5 million in October 1974 to purchase 
up to 1,000 metric tons of Ocean Perch for use in 
international food aid programs. Under this pro- 
gram the Fisheries Prices Support Board purchased 
49,067 cases (484 metric tons) of Ocean Perch at 
$1,200 per metric ton. The total 1974 expenditure 
under this program amounted to $605,074. The 
Board sold to CIDA 42,916 cases at $600 per metric 
ton. The cost of this program to the Fisheries 
Prices Support Board was $532,012. When the 
March 31, 1975 inventory is sold, a portion of this 
cost will be recovered. 


OTHER CANNED PRODUCTS 


On December 19, 1974, the Government 
authorized an additional $3 million program for 
1974-75 and 1975-76 to maintain Canadian frozen 
fish inventories in good condition by purchasing 
canned fish for use in international food aid pro- 
grams. As of March 31, 1975, the Fisheries Prices 
Support Board purchased 3,800 cases of canned 
Gaspereau at acost of $37,620; 12,000 cases of 
canned Herring kippers at a cost of $68,400; 
56,676 cases of canned Pollock at a cost of 
$813,301 and 49,132 cases of Mackerel at acost of 
$331,641. At the end of the year, orders were pend- 
ing from CIDA for the entire inventory on hand. 


LOANS TO ICE AFFECTED PLANTS 


In December 1974, the Government approved 
$3 million under a working capital loans program 
to assist the reopening of seasonal plants in 
northern Newfoundland, Labrador and Quebec’s 
lower north shore in 1975. Many of these firms 
suffered serious losses in the early spring of 1974 
because of bad ice conditions. Eight loans, totalling 
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Nouvelle-Ecosse, et M. J. B. Buchanan de Van- 
couver, Colombie-Britannique, les ont remplacés 
au sein de l’Office. Plusieurs mesures d’aide ont 
eté prises en raison des graves problemes que 
connait actuellement l’industrie de la péche.

POISSON DE FOND, CRABE ET HOMARD 
PROGRAMME D’AIDE POUR FRAIS 
D’ENTREPOSAGE ET DE FINANCEMENT

de vente stables et d’aider les producteurs de pois- 
son traité a mieux écouler leurs produits, l’Office 
a mis en oeuvre un programme d’aide pour frais 
d’entreposage et de financement de I’inventaire, 
relativement au poisson de fond congelé, au crabe 
en conserve et congelé et ala chair de homard en 
conserve ou congelée.

SHORT TERM FROZEN GROUNDFISH 
CONDITIONAL GRANTS 


In December 1974, the Government approved a 
$15 million program that was designed to reduce 
the impact of rapidly rising costs faced by the 
frozen groundfish industry. Under this program, 
payments were made to processors of frozen 
groundfish fillets and fillet blocks. The assistance 
was conditional on the maintenance of July 1974 
prices to fishermen and on the repayment of the 
assistance when market conditions for principal 
groundfish products reached a level assuring 
adequate returns to fishermen and processors. The 
program was effective for the period of January 1, 
1975 to April 30, 1975. A trawler strike in New- 
foundland during most of this period significantly 
affected the amount of payments made under the 
program. As of March 31, 1975 an amount of 
$2,615,848 had been paid under the program. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


The Board, through the facilities of the Marketing 
Services Branch, Fisheries and Marine Service, 
provides a market outlook service to the Atlantic 
Coast groundfish exporters to enable them to plan 
and co-ordinate their production activities in rela- 
tion to market requirements. The objective is to 
provide the industry with a short-term supply and 
demand outlook for the U.S. market for fillets and 
blocks of the major groundfish species at the 
beginning of the fishing season followed by 
periodic situation reports.

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Fisheries Prices Support Act 


The Fisheries Prices Support Act which came into 
force in 1947 gave the Fisheries Prices Support Board 
the usual powers of a Government corporation and 
provided it with a working fund of $25 million. 

The Board is responsible for investigating and, 

where appropriate, recommending action under the 
Act to support prices of fishery products where 
declines have been experienced. The basic principle 
of the legislation is to protect fishermen against 
sharp declines in prices and consequent loss of 
income due to causes beyond the control of the 
fishermen or the industry. The Board, subject to ap- 
proval of the Governor-in-Council, is empowered 

to purchase fishery products at prescribed prices or 
to pay deficiency payments to producers of fishery 
products equal to the difference betweena 
prescribed price and the average price at which 

such products were sold.

The Fishing Industry 1975 


Declining groundfish catches, rising costs and slug- 
gish market conditions experienced in 1974 con- 
tinued into 1975. Government financial assistance 
was necessary as an interim measure to sustain both 
primary and secondary levels of some fisheries. 
Improvements in market conditions and slightly in- 
creased groundfish landings in the last quarter of the 
year resulted in an upturn towards a more favourable 
outlook. 


Landings 
Preliminary figures indicate that the Canadian land- 
ings in 1975 of fish and shellfish, including fresh- 
water fish, amounted to 965,000 metric tons witha 
value of $278 million. The landings in 1974 were 
969,000 metric tons with a value of $293 million. 

Table No. 1 provides comparable figures on land- 
ings and values for the main species of the sea fish- 
eries during 1974 and 1975. 

On the Atlantic coast, total landings of 797,000 
metric tons were 2 percent higher than the previous 

year. Groundfish landings in 1975 amounted to 415,000 
' metric tons with a value of $74.6 million. Comparable 
groundfish landings for 1974 were 417,762 metric tons 
with a value of $73.9 million. Poor ice conditions and 
a strike associated with the Newfoundland trawler 
fleet affected the level of groundfish landings 
early in the year. Decreases by weight of eight per- 
cent and seven percent were recorded for cod and 
flatfishes respectively. Strong catches of ocean 
perch late in the year resulted in a 15 percent in- 
crease by weight for that species over the previous 
year. As the table indicates, increases were expe- 
rienced for herring and tuna. The mackerel fisheries 
in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, however, were very poor 
in 1975. Shellfish landings totalled 103,000 metric tons 
in 1975 as compared with 86,000 metric tons in 1974. 
Lobster, scallop and shrimp catches increased in 
weight by 22 percent, 25 percent and 42 percent 
respectively by comparison with the previous year. 
A 34 percent drop in the weight of crab landings, as 
compared with landings in 1974, was attributable in 
part to a late start in fishing, in part to low abundance 
of the resource and in part to new regulations re- 
garding size, sex and quality. 
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L’industrie de la péche en 1975 


La diminution des prises de poisson de fond, l’aug- 
mentation des codts et la lenteur des activités 
commerciales ont continué en 1975. Le gouverne- 
ment a dd accorder une aide financiére provisoire, 
pour soutenir les secteurs tant primaire que secon- 
daire de certaines péches. L’amélioration des 
activites commerciales et une légére augmentation 
des débarquements de poissons de fond au cours du 
dernier trimestre de l’année ont ramené une perspec- 
tive plus favorable. 


Les débarquements 

Pour l’année 1975, les apports canadiens de poissons, 
de mollusques et de crustacés, y compris les pois- 
sons d'eau douce, ont été de 965,000 tonnes mé- 
triques, d’une valeur de $278 millions, alors qu’en 1974, 
ils étaient de 969,000 tonnes métriques, pour une 
valeur de $293 millions. 

Le tableau no 1 donne les chiffres comparatifs des 
débarquements et des valeurs des principales 
especes provenant des péches marines, pour 1974 
et 1975. 

Sur la céte de l’atlantique, le total des débarque- 
ments a été de 797,000 tonnes métriques, soit 2 pour 
cent de plus que l’an dernier. En 1975, les débarque- 
ments de poisson de fond ont atteint 415,000 tonnes 
métriques, évaluées a $74.6 million, comparativement 
a 417,762 tonnes métriques, d’une valeur de 
$73.9 million, en 1974. Les mauvaises conditions 
des glaces et une gréve de Ia flottille de chalutiers de 
Terre-Neuve ont influencé le niveau de ces débar- 
quements au début de l'année. On a enregistrée des 
diminutions, en poids, pour la morue et les poissons 
plats, de huit et de sept pour cent, respectivement. 
Vers la fin de l’année, la hausse des prises de sebaste 
a entrainé une augmentation de 15 pour cent, en 
poids, par rapport a l'année precédente. Comme le 
montre le tableau, les prises de hareng et de thon ont 
augmenteé. Quant a la péche du maquereau dans le 
golfe Saint-Laurent, elle a ete tres faible en 1975. 

Les débarquements de mollusques et crustacés ont 
atteint un total de 103,000 tonnes metriques en 1975, 
compare a 86,000 tonnes metriques en 1974. Les prises 
de homard, de pétoncles et de crevettes ont connu 
une hausse, en poids, de 22, 25 et 42 pour cent

The Fishing Industry 1975 


L’Industrie de la péche 1975 


Pacific Coast overall landings at 122,493 metric tons 
and a value of $71.9 million were lower than in 1974 
by 12 percent and 23 percent respectively. The 
reduction in overall Pacific Coast landings were 
largely attributable to decreased salmon landings 
which at 33,808 metric tons were down 47 percent in 
weight and 44 percent by value compared with 1974. 
Salmon landings were affected by both low abund- 
ance and labour unrest. Pacific Coast groundfish 
landings of 25,566 metric tons were slightly higher 
than the previous year. Halibut landings in particular 
experienced a substantial increase. Shellfish land- 
ings of 2,601 metric tons were 26 percent less than 
in 1974. 

Inland fisheries landings for 1975 are estimated at 
45,000 metric tons and $18 million. This represents 
very little change from the previous year. 

During 1975, increased awareness was generated 
among fishermen by government incentives con- 
cerning the need to improve practices for preserving 
the quality of landed fish. 


' Production 

The lack of regular and adequate through-put, un- 
favourable species mixes, high inventories and rising 
costs which were experienced during the previous 
year persisted into 1975. Improved market conditions 
and increased landings in the latter half of the year 
permitted a somewhat better economic outlook at 
the year end. 

Total Canadian production in 1975 is estimated to 
have a value of $640 million which would constitute 
a 5 percent decrease compared with the value of 
production in 1974. 

Canadian production of frozen groundfish fillets 
at an estimated 139.2 million pounds and blocks at 
an estimated 48.9 million pounds was slightly less 
than in 1974. 

Production of Atlantic Coast blocks was less than 
in 1974 by 11 percent. Cod production was lower than 
the previous year while haddock and ocean perch 
products showed significant increases. 

Production of saltfish, frozen shellfish and pickled 
fish remained at about the same level as in 1974. 

Canned fish production was approximately 20 per- 


partie ala diminution des débarquements de saumon 
qui, a 33,808 tonnes métriques, étaient inférieurs de 
47 pour cent en poids et de 44 pour cent en valeur a 
ceux de 1974.

En 1975, l’apport total provenant des eaux inté- 
rieures a eté évalué a 45,000 tonnes métriques et 
$18 million, soit un changement minime par rapport 
a l’an passé. 

En 1975, les primes d’encouragement du gouver- 
nement ont augmente chez les pécheurs la prise de 
conscience de la nécessite d’améliorer les pratiques 
de preservation de la qualité du poisson débarque. 


Production 

L’absence de débouches réguliers et appropriés, 

la mauvaise combinaison des espéces de poisson, 
l’accumulation des stocks et |l’augmentation des 
codts ont persisté en 1975. Cependant, l’ameélioration 
des conditions du marché et l’'augmentation des 
débarquements au cours de la deuxieme moitie de 
l’année ont modifié quelque peu la perspective 
économique ala fin de l'année. 

En 1975, le total de la production canadienne a éte 
évalué a $640 million, ce qui constituerait une dimi- 
nution de cing pour cent par rapport a la valeur de 
la production de 1974. 

La production canadienne de filets congelés de 
poisson de fond, évaluée a 139.2 millions de livres et 
celle des blocs, évaluée a 48.9 millions de livres, 
ont été legerement inférieures a celles de 1974. 

La production des blocs de la cdte atlantique a 
diminué de 11 pour cent en 1975. La production de 
morue a également baissé alors que celle d’aiglefin 
et de sébaste a connu des hausses importantes. 

La production de poisson salé, de mollusques et de 
crustacés congeles et de poisson saumure est 
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cent lower than the 1974 level. This decrease is al- 
most entirely due to lower salmon catches on the 
Pacific coast. 

Tabie No. 2 provides further information concern- 
ing production and year-end stocks of products. 


Markets 

The high inventories that were held in Canada at the 
beginning of 1975 were reduced to more normal levels 
by the year-end. 

While demand and prices for cod blocks remained 
sluggish, market improvements were realized for 
most groundfish products during the latter half of the 
year. The markets for flounder and ocean perch 
showed improvement from the beginning of the year 
and particularly during the last six months, the de- 
mand and prices became strong. Table No. 3 illus- 
trates changes in wholesale prices for groundfish 
blocks and fillets during the period from December 
1973 to December 1975. 

Markets for saltfish products continued firm except 
for the increased amounts of small sizes where slug- 
gish demand was encountered. 

Canned salmon sales were sluggish due to in- 
creased tariffs of the European Common Market. 
The resultant decline in sales to the United Kingdom 
and build up of inventories caused a depression in 
prices in the first half of the year. The 1975 landings 
of salmon were down 47 percent in weight compared 
with 1974. By the year-end, prices had strengthened 
substantially and it was unlikely the full demands 
of the domestic and export markets could be met. 

Following disposal of a larger than usual carry- 
over stock of shellfish products, better prices and 
demand developed in mid-year and remained firm 
for lobster and scallops despite substantially in- 
creased production. The crab industry entered the 
1975 year with large carry-over inventories in the 
face of depressed prices and demand. Because the 
1975 landings were substantially reduced, the high 
inventories were disposed of by July and market 
conditions improved. 

The United States Wholesale Price Index for fresh 
and processed fish dropped from 224 points in April 
1974 (1967 = 100) to 190.6 points in November 1974 and 
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restee a peu prés la méme qu’en 1974. 

La production de poisson en conserve a par contre 
diminué d’environ 20 pour cent, par rapport a 1974, 
surtout a cause de la réduction des prises de saumon 
de la cote du pacifique.

Marchés 

Les fortes accumulations de stocks du début de 1975 
ont été ramenées a des niveaux plus habituels a 

la fin de l’année. 

Bien que la demande et les prix des blocs de morue 
soient restés faibles, le marché pour la plupart des 
produits de poisson de fond pendant la derniére 
moitie de l’année s'est amélioré. Les marchés de 
fletan et de sébaste se sont montrés plus actifs dés 
le début de l’année et particuliérement pendant les 
six derniers mois, au cours desquels la demande 
et les prix se sont affirmés. Le tableau n°3 montre la 
variation du prix de gros des blocs et filets de poisson 
de fond pendant la période s’étendant de décembre 
1973 a décembre 1975. 

Le marché du poisson salé est resté ferme, sauf 
lorsque la quantité de poisson de petite taille a aug- 
mente réduisant la demande. 


Les ventes de saumon en conserve au Royaume- 
Uni ont ete faibles a cause de l’augmentation des 
tarifs du Marché commun. Cette diminution et 
l’accumulation des stocks ont entrainé une réduction 
des prix au cours de la premiére moitié de l'année. 
Les débarquements de saumon de 1975 étaient 
inférieurs de 47 pour cent, en poids, a ceux de 1974. 
A la fin de l'année, les prix s’étaient raffermis con- 
sidérablement et il était peu probable qu’on puisse 
satisfaire toutes les demandes des marchés national 
et d’exportation. 

Apres l’élimination d’un report d’une importance 
inhabituelle des stocks de mollusques et crustacés, 
les prix et la demande se sont améliorés au milieu de 
l'année et sont restés fermes pour le homard et les 
petoncles malgré une augmentation considérable de 
la production. L’industrie du crabe a commencé 
l'année avec un fort surplus de stocks, face a une 
demande et des prix plutdt bas. Les débarquements

L’indice américain des prix de gros pour le poisson 
frais et traité a baissé de 224 points en avril 1974 
(1967 = 100) pour atteindre 190.6 points en novembre 
1974, puis a augmenté graduellement jusqu’a 240.6 
points en décembre 1975. Cependant, |’indice 
américain des prix de détail pour le poisson a grimpeé 
régulierement de 193.6 points a 214.1 points, pendant 
la méme période. 
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then increased gradually to 240.6 points by December 
1975. The United States Retail Price Index for fish, 
however, climbed steadily from 193.6 points to 214.1 
points over the same period. 

During 1975, the total United States consumption 
of groundfish fillets and blocks amounted to 686.6 
million pounds as compared to 589 million pounds in 
1974 and 740 million pounds in the record year of 1973. 
This represents an increase of 17 percentin con- 
sumption for the year 1975 compared with 1974. 
Fillet consumption increased by 19 percent to 374.4 
million pounds and block consumption increased 
by 14 percent to 312.2 million pounds as compared 
~ with consumption in 1974. 


Exports 
Canadian exports totalled an estimated $461 million 
in 1975, an increase of $24 million over 1974. Exports 
constituted 72 percent of the total Canadian pro- 
duction in terms of value. Exports to the United States 
markets were valued at approximately $289 million 
which represented 63 percent of total Canadian 
' exports or 45 percent of total Canadian production 
in terms of value. In terms of weight, the United States 
imported approximately 85 percent of Canada’s 
estimated total production of frozen groundfish fillets 
and blocks. 

The Canadian share of the United States imports 
of frozen fish decreased from 48 to 43 percent in 1975. 

Total Canadian groundfish exports amounted to 
203 million pounds in 1975 as compared with 200 
million pounds a year earlier. Canada remained the 
largest supplier of groundfish fillets to the United 
States with provision of 119.4 million pounds out of 
the total United States imports of 303.1 million 
pounds. Of the 314.1 million pounds of blocks that 
the United States imported, Canada with 38.6 million 
pounds, took third place behind Norway (66.5 million 
lbs.) and Iceland (57.9 million Ibs.). Groundfish ex- 
ports to the United States also included approxi- 
mately 11.7 million pounds of fresh fillets, 10.4 million 
pounds of fresh whole dressed fish and 10.6 million 
pounds of frozen whole dressed fish. 

Exports of Canadian canned salmon, with a value 
of $6.9 million, were lower that last year by 48 percent,

Exportations 

Les exportations canadiennes, qui ont été évaluées 
a $461 million pour 1975, soit une augmentation de 

24 millions, représentaient 72 pour cent de la pro- 
duction canadienne totale, en termes de valeur. 

Les exportations vers les marchés des Etats-Unis ont 
été évaluées a environ $289 million, soit 63 pour cent 
des exportations canadiennes totales ou 45 pour cent 
de la valeur de la production canadienne totale. 

En poids, les Etats-Unis ont importé approximative- 
ment 85 pour cent de la production canadienne 
totale de filets et de blocs congelés de poisson 

de fond. 

La part canadienne des importations américaines 
de poisson congeleé est passée de 48 a 43 pour cent 
en 1975. 

Le total des exportations canadiennes de poisson 
de fond a atteint 203 millions de livres en 1975, tandis 
qu’il était de 200 millions l’année précédente. Le 
Canada est resté le plus grand fournisseur de filets de 
poisson de fond des Etats-Unis vendant 119.4 mil- 
lions de livres sur un total d’importations américaines 
de 303.1 millions. Des 314.1 millions de livres de 
blocs importés par les Etats-Unis, le Canada ena 
fourni 38.6 millions, se plagant au troisiéme rang, 
apres la Norvege (66.5 millions de Ib.) et I’lslande 
(57.9 millions de Ib.). Les exportations de poisson de 
fond aux Etats-Unis comprenaient également en- 
viron 11.7 millions de livres de filets frais, 10.4 millions 
de livres de poisson frais entier habillé et 10.6 mil- 
lions de livres de poisson congelé entier habillé. 

Les exportations de saumon en conserve, d’une 
valeur de $6.9 million, ont été inférieures de 48 pour 
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attributable in part to less production and in part to 
higher tariffs in the United Kingdom and the European 
Common Market. Whole or dressed fresh and frozen 
Pacific salmon enjoyed export sales of $47.3 million 
as compared with $40.7 million in 1974. 

Fresh and frozen shellfish exports totalled $85.2 
million as compared with $65.9 million in 1974. Lobster 
accounted for $45.6 million and scallops for $29.1 
million of exports with increases in value over last 
year of 19 and 48 percent respectively. 


Imports 

Canadian imports totalled $135 million in 1975, an 
increase of 12 percent over the previous year. Most of 
the increase in terms of value is attributable to in- 
creased shellfish imports. Imports by major product 
groups were: seafish (fresh, frozen, blocks) $27.4 mil- 
lion; freshwater fish $2.9 million; shellfish (lobster 

and shrimp) $54.4 million; salted and dried fish, 

$2.1 million; canned fish (tuna and shrimp) $44.8 mil- 
lion; others $3.1 million. 
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cent a celles de l’an dernier, en partie a cause de la

Importations 

Les importations canadiennes ont atteint $135 million 
en 1975, soit une augmentation de 12 pour cent 

par rapport a l'année précédente. En termes de 
valeur, la plus grande partie de |’augmentation re- 
vient aux importations plus grandes de mollusques et 
crustacés. Les principaux groupes de produits im- 
portes ont été: poisson d’eau salé (frais, congelé, 

en blocs) $27.4 millions; poisson d'eau douce 

$2.9 millions; mollusques et crustacés (homard et 
crevettes) $54.4 millions; poisson salé et séché 

$2.1 millions; poisson en conserve (thon et crevettes) 
$44.8 millions; autres $3.1 millions. 


Fisheries Prices Support 
Board Activities 


The Fisheries Prices Support Board held six meet- 
ings and one telephone conference during the fiscal 
year. During this period, thirteen programs were im- 
plemented which provided financial assistance 
amounting to a total of $44,440,968 to various fish- 
eries. Of these programs, eight were funded under 
legislative authority of the Fisheries Prices Support 
Board Act (total expenditures $4,923,797) and five 
were funded from the budgetary allocations of the 
Department of the Environment (total expenditures 
$39,517,171). A brief description of each program is 
provided in the following paragraphs. 


Short Term Frozen Groundfish 
Conditional Grants 


Under this program, which was effective from 
January 1, 1975 to April 30, 1975, assistance was 
based on production of frozen groundfish fillets and 
blocks and was conditional upon processors main- 
taining their July 1, 1974 prices to fishermen. The 
total expenditures of the program were $4,376,004 of 
which $1,760,156 were incurred in the 1975-76 fiscal 

. year. This program was funded from budgetary allo- 
cations of the Department of the Environment. 


Loans to Ice Affected Plants 

In December 1974, the Government approved $3 mil- 
lion under a working capital loans program to assist 
the reopening of seasonal plants in northern New- 
foundland, Labrador and Quebec’s lower north shore. 
Many of these firms suffered serious losses in the 
early spring of 1974 because of bad ice conditions. 

A total of eight loans amounting to $840,000 were 
approved under the program. Of this amount, $430,000 
was financed out of 1975-76 budgetary allocations 

to the Department of Environment. 


Les activités de |’Office des prix 
des produits de la péche 


En 1975, les membres de I|’Office se sont réunis six fois 
et ont tenu une conférence par téléphone. Au cours 
de cette période, treize programmes ont été mis 

en vigueur, accordant a diverses péches une aide 
financiére évaluée a $44,440,968. Parmi ces pro- 
grammes, huit ont été financés en vertu de la Loi sur 
le soutien des prix des produits de la péche (total 
des dépenses $4,923,797) et cing ont été financés a 
partir des crédits budgétaires d’Environnement 
Canada (total des dépenses $39,517,171). Voici une 
breve description de chaque programme. 


Subventions conditionnelles a court terme 
accordées a |’industrie du poisson de fond congelé 
En vertu de ce programme, en vigueur du 1er janvier 
au 30 avril 1975, le gouvernement a fourni une aide 
aux producteurs de filets et de blocs congelés 

de poisson de fond a condition que soit maintenu le 
prix payé aux pécheurs au 1er juillet 1974. Le coat 
total du programme a été de $4,376,004 dont $1,760,156 
ont été dépensés au cours de |l’année financiére 
1975-76. Le programme a été financé a partir des 
fonds budgétaires du ministére de l'Environnement. 


Préts a l’intention des installations touchées 
parl’état des glaces 

En décembre 1974, l’'Etat a accordé une somme de 
$3 million a un programme de préts de fonds de 
roulement afin d’aider a reouvrir, au cours de l'année 
1975, les installations saisonniéres qui se trouvent 
dans le nord de Terre-Neuve, au Labrador et sur la 
basse cdéte nord du Québec. Plusieurs entreprises 
ont subi de lourdes pertes au début du printemps de 
1974 a cause des mauvaises conditions de la glace. 
Huit préts, représentant un total de $840,000, ont été 
approuves en vertu du programme. De ce montant, 
$430,000 ont été imputés aux crédits budgeétaires de 
1975-76 du ministere de l'Environnement. 


F.P.S.B. Activities — Bridging Program 


Bridging Program 

In April 1975, a $50 million program leading to long- 
term measures to strengthen Canada’s fishing in- 
dustry was announced by the Honourable Roméo 
LeBlanc, the Minister of State for Fisheries. The pro- 
gram provided $40 million for the groundfish fisheries 
and a further $10 million to help solve marketing prob- 
lems encountered by other segments of the industry. 


These sub-programs are described in the following 
paragraphs. 


Groundfish Bridging Program 

This program, which was funded through budgetary 
allocations to the Department of Environment, pro- 
vided direct payments to fishing enterprises (vessel 
owners or operators) for landings of first quality 
groundfish (exclusive of halibut) and to processors 
for production of frozen groundfish fillets and blocks 
and for fresh fillets sold in Canada for the retail trade. 
Increased attention was directed to improving fish 
handling practices, particularly with respect to icing, 
bleeding and dressing. Payments to processors were 
limited to fillet products made from first quality fish 
and were conditional upon maintainance of July 1974 
prices to fishermen. The program, which was effec- 
tive from May 1, 1975 to March 31, 1976, was subject 
to quarterly reviews and changes in eligible species, 
rate levels and conditions. In November 1975, the 
assistance to fishermen and processors on the 
Pacific coast was suspended for ling and grey cod 
and flatfish. Effective January 1, 1976, the rate to 
processors for applicable products was reduced. 

In February 1976, assistance to fishermen and pro- 
cessors was suspended for ocean perch, pollock, 
haddock and turbot on the Atlantic coast. Expen- 
ditures under this program for claims that were 
received and processed before the fiscal year-end 
amounted to $20,053,070 for fishermen and $16,315,872 
for processors. 
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Les Activités de |’O.P.P.P. — Programme d’aide 
provisoire 


Programme d’aide provisoire 

En avril 1975, l’honorable Roméo LeBlanc, Ministre 
d’Etat (Péches), a annoncé |’établissement d’un pro- 
grammes de $50 million qui entrainerait des mesures 
along terme visant a renforcer l’industrie de la 
péche au Canada.

Programme d'aide provisoire pour

Finance grace aux crédits budgétaires du ministére 
de l'Environnement, le programme a accordé des 
paiements directs aux entreprises de péche (pro- 
priétaires et exploitants de bateaux) pour les débar- 
quements de poisson de fond de premiére qualité 

(a l’exclusion du flétan) et aux producteurs pour les 
filets et les blocs congelés de poisson de fond et 

les filets frais vendus au Canada pour le commerce 
de detail. On a surtout essayeée d’ameéliorer les tech- 
niques de manutention du poisson, particulierement 
en ce qui concerne la mise en glace, la saignée et 
l’apprét. Les paiements aux producteurs ont éte 
limités aux filets produits avec du poisson de pre- 
miére qualité et ont été accordés a condition que 
soient maintenus les prix payés aux pécheurs en 
juillet 1974. En vigueur du ter mai 1975 au 31 mars 1976, 
le programme a été révise chaque trimestre, compte 
tenu des modifications apportées aux espeéces ad- 
missibles, au niveau des taux et aux conditions. 

En novembre 1975, l’aide aux pécheurs et aux 
producteurs de morue lingue et grise et de poisson 
plat de la cote du Pacifique a été suspendue. 

A compter du ter janvier 1976, le taux accordé aux 
producteurs pour les produits appropriés a été réduit. 
En février 1976, l'aide aux pécheurs et producteurs de 
sébaste, de goberge, d’aiglefin et de turbot dela 
cote atlantique a été suspendue.

F.P.S.B. Activities — Bridging Program 


Buy Program for Canned Lobster from 1974 
Inventory Carry-Over 

The Prince Edward Island lobster fishery commenced 
the 1975 season in the face of depressed markets 
and a high inventory carry-over. Because some 
company operations were restricted by lack of work- 
ing capital, the government authorized the Fisheries 
Prices Support Board in June 1975 to purchase up to 
$200,000 of canned lobster meat at $40 per case 

(48 x 22 oz. tins) for later resale to the original sup- 
plier. The Fisheries Prices Support Board purchased 
2,914 cases from three firms. By November 1975, the 
purchases were resold to the original suppliers and 
the total costs of $116,560 dollars were recovered. 


International Food Aid Development Programs 

In order to meet the needs of international food aid 
programs and to assist in maintaining Canadian 
product inventories in good condition, the govern- 
ment authorized $3.5 million for the purchase of fish 
products. It was intended that considerable emphasis 
would be directed to the purchase of canned mack- 

' erelin the Gulf of St. Lawrence area. This fishery did 
not materialize in a substantial way in 1975. The 
Fisheries Prices Support Board purchased products 
with the following values: saltfish $139,346; gaspe- 
reaux $6,832; mackerel $47,242; pollock $479,503; 

cod $42,868; ocean perch $3,196; and herring 
$2,426,300; for a total purchase cost of $3,145,288. 

By the year-end $196,672 had been recouped through 
sales to Canadian International Development 
Agency for the World Food Program and an in- 
ventory value at $264,660 remained. 
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Programme d’achat du report des stocks 

de homard en conserve de 1974 

La saison de péche du homard de 1975, a|’Ile-du- 
Prince-Edouard, faisait face, dés ses débuts ala 
lenteur des marchés et a un report de stocks élevé.

Programme de développement de!'aide 

alimentaire internationale 

Afin de répondre aux besoins des programmes d'aide 
alimentaire internationale et d’aider a garder en 

bon état les stocks de produits canadiens, le gouver- 
nement a autorisé 3.5 millions de dollars pour l’achat 
de produits de la péche, a condition, cependant, 
qu’une attention considérable soit accordée a 
l’'achat de maquereau en conserve dans la région du 
golfe Saint-Laurent. Les realisations de cette péche 
n'ont pas été considérables en 1975. L’Office des 
prix des produits de la péche a achete des produits 
pour les valeurs suivantes: poisson salé $139,346;

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Deficiency Payments to Crab Processors 

in the Atlantic Region 

Crab processors were faced with a high inventory 
carry-over from the previous year and very depressed 
markets as the new crab season was commencing. 
To help move the 1974 inventory carry-over and pave 
the way for the 1975 crab fishery, deficiency pay- 
ments were paid to processors for sales of canned 
and frozen crab meat that were invoiced during the 
period March 8, 1975 to June 30, 1975. The expendi- 
tures, which totalled $365,033, were funded through 
the Fisheries Prices Support Account. 


Deficiency Payments to Smelt Fishermen 

Due to market difficulties in 1974, prices to fishermen 
for smelt were reduced to 8¢ per pound from an aver- 
age of about 15¢ per pound in the previous season. 
In April 1975 the Minister of State for Fisheries an- 
nounced that 4¢ per pound would be paid to smelt 
fishermen in the Northumberland Strait area and 
Quebec on proof of sales of smelt from landings 
during the period October 1, 1974 to March 31, 1975. 
Expenditures of $88,021 for this program were funded 
under the Fisheries Prices Support Account. 


Deficiency Payments to Fishermen for Mullet 
Because mullet prices had been reduced to levels 
that were uneconomical to support this inland fish- 
eries, the Government authorized the provision of 
$300,000 within the Fisheries Prices Support Account 
from which payments of 5¢ per pound would be made 
to mullet fishermen to make up the deficiency be- 
tween the prevailing price and the previous year’s 
price. The Freshwater Fish Marketing Corporation 
added this deficiency payment to their price to each 
fisherman and were later compensated by the Fish- 
eries Prices Support Board on proof of purchases. 
Expenditures under this program were $138,535. 
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Paiements compensateurs aux producteurs 

de crabe de /arégion de!’ Atlantique 

Au début de la saison, les producteurs de crabe ont 
dd faire face a un report de stocks trés élevé et 
accentué par la lenteur des marches. Afin d’aider a 
écouler les stocks de 1974, de facon a faire de la 
place pour ceux de 1975, des paiements compensa- 
teurs ont ete accordés aux producteurs pour les 
ventes de chair de crabe congelée et en conserve 
qui avaient éte facturées entre le 3 mars et le 30 juin 
1975. Les dépenses de $365,033 ont été imputées

Paiements compensateurs aux pécheurs 

d’éperlans 

A cause des difficultés du marché en 1974, les prix 
payes aux pécheurs d’éperlans, qui étaient d’environ 
15¢ la livre la saison précédente, sont passés a 8¢ 

la livre. En avril 1975, le Ministre d’Etat (Péches) 
annongait que les pécheurs d’éperlans de la région 
du detroit de Northumberland et du Québec rece- 
vraient 4¢ la livre sur présentation d’une preuve de 
vente d’éperlans provenant des débarquements 
effectués du ter octobre 1974 au 31 mars 1975. Les dé- 
penses de $88,021 ont été imputées au crédit budgé- 
taire de |’Office des prix des produits de la péche. 


Paiements compensateurs aux pécheurs 

de mulets 

Les prix du mulet ayant été réduits a des niveaux tels 
qu’il n’était pas économique de soutenir cette péche

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Deficiency Payments to Fishermen for 
Cutter-Grade Whitefish 

During 1975, marketing practices were modified for 
Whitefish in designated lakes in Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan, Alberta, Northwest Territories and north- 
west Ontario. For the first few years these changes 
will impose increased financial hardship on the 
fishermen of these lakes. As a measure to help to 
adjust to this change the Government approved a 
program of $211,000 within the Fisheries Prices Sup- 
port Account from which deficiency payments of 

7¢ per pound were added to the price thai the Fresh- 
water Fish Marketing Corporation payed to fishermen 
of these designated lakes. During 1975, $82,862 was 
paid under this program. 


Cold Storage and Inventory Financing Costs 
Assistance Program on Selected Fishery Products 
(Lobster and Crab) 
The industry faced sluggish market conditions in the 
first half of the year. The costs of holding inventories 
of the high value products from lobster and crab 
‘were beyond the working capital capabilities of 
many firms. To assist processors with the orderly 
marketing of their products and to help them hold 
inventories until market conditions improved, the 
Government approved the payment of deficiency 
payments based on month-end stocks of canned and 
frozen crab and lobster meat for the period June 1975 
to December 1975 with reducing assistance during 
the last three months of the year to phase out the 
program by December 1975. The expenditures of 
$750,689 under this program were financed out of the 
Department of Environment allocations. 


Assistance to Newfoundland Fishermen who were 
affected by Abnormal Ice Conditions 

Because fishermen in northern Newfoundland and 
Labrador were delayed in commencing the 1975 
fishing season due to prolonged severe ice condi- 
tions, the Government approved the provision of 
$600,000 from which income assistance could be 
offered through provisions of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission. The program was adminis- 
tered by the U.I.C. with adjudication from Depart-

Expenditures under 
this program totalled $340,592. 


Deficiency Payments to Crab Fishermen 

To help fishermen adjust to new crab fishing regula- 
tions concerning size, sex and quality, the govern- 
ment authorized $420,000 for a program under which 
deficiency payments were made to fishermen for first 
quality crab landed during the period August to 
December 1975. Expenditures of $380,634 were 
financed through the Fisheries Prices Support 
Account. 


Deficiency Payments to the Canadian Saltfish 
Corporation 

The Canadian Saltfish Corporation agreed to pur- 
chase all small cod that was offered for sale to them 
by Newfoundland fishermen and processing plants 
as one measure to ameliorate problems of high frozen 
fillet and block inventories. The Corporation pur- 
chased 3.5 million pounds of small cod in excess of 
its normal practices. As a result of increased com- 
petition from other fish producing nations for the 
limited markets for salt products made from small cod, 
the Canadian Saltfish Corporation experienced 
operating losses on the small fish. To partially cover 
differences between costs and market prices the 
Government authorized deficiency payments of up 
to $210,000 in 1975-76 and $210,000 in 1976-77 based 

on sales of such products.

The Board, through the facilities of the Marketing 
Services Branch, Fisheries and Marine Service, 
provides a market outlook service to the Atlantic 
Coast groundfish exporters to enable them to plan 
and co-ordinate their production activities in rela- 
tion to market requirements. The objective is to 
provide the industry with a short-term supply and 
demand outlook for the U.S. market for fillets and 
blocks of the major groundfish species at the begin- 
ning of the fishing season followed by periodic 
situation reports.

and producers totalling $833,617 due to serious 
weaknesses in internal control including inadequa- 
cies in supporting documentation. 


Because of the possible effect of any differences 
which might have been disclosed had | been able to 
verify the appropriateness of deficiency payments 

| am unable to express an opinion on the financial 
position of the Board as at March 31, 1976 and the 
results of its operations for the year then ended. In

1. Accounting policies: 

® Inventories 

In accordance with Section 10(4) of the Fisheries 
Prices Support Act inventories are recorded at cost. 
Had inventories been valued at the lower of cost or 
market the value of inventories at March 31, 1976 
would have been $241,067 (1975—$759,216) and the 
loss for the year would have been reflected as

® Modified cash accounting 

The Board follows the laid down practice applicable 
to government departments whereby payments made 
during the month of April to extinguish liabilities 
incurred prior to March 31, are reflected as cash 
transactions of the old year. Similarly settlements

© Net operating loss or profit 

Section 10(3) of the Act provides that Board net 
operating losses may be recouped from moneys 
appropriated by Parliament for the purpose and that 
net operating profits be transferred to the Consoli- 
dated Revenue Fund.

© Administrative expenses 

In accordance with previous practice the adminis- 
trative expenses of the Board for the year have been 
charged to Department of Environment Vote 5.

FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT ACT 


The Fisheries Prices Support Act which 
came into force in 1947 gave the Fisheries 
Prices Support Board the usual statutory 
powers of a Government corporation and 
provided for advances to be paid to the 
Board as required, up to a total of $25 
million. The Board is responsible for inves- 
tigating and, where appropriate, recom- 
mending action under the Act to support 
prices of fishery products where declines 
have been experienced. The basic principle 
of the legislation is to protect fishermen 
against sharp declines in prices and con- 
sequent loss of income due to causes beyond 
the control of the fishermen or the industry. 
The Board, subject to approval of the 
Governor-in-Council, is empowered to pur- 
chase fishery products at prescribed prices 
or to make deficiency payments to pro- 
ducers of fishery products equal to the 
difference between a prescribed price and 
the average price at which such products 
were sold.

THE FISHING INDUSTRY IN 1976 


Although market conditions improved 
considerably for most Canadian fishery 
products during 1976, sparse resources, the 
result of excessive exploitation, — still 
afflicted a number of important fisheries, 
especially those based on _ Atlantic 
groundfish stocks. For that reason, several 
of the programs introduced the previous 
year to sustain the industry remained in 
place. At the same time, the emphasis in 
program planning began to shift from 
interim support to long-term development. 


Landings 


Preliminary data indicate that total landings 
of fish and shellfish, including freshwater 
fish, in Canada amounted to 1.1 million 
metric tons, valued at $390 million, in 1976. 
These figures compare with 931,000 metric 
tons and $291 million, respectively, in 1975 
and represent an increase of 12 percent in 
weight and 34 percent in value as landed. 


Table No. | presents comparable figures on 
landings and values for the main species 
taken in the sea fisheries during 1975 and 
1976. ‘Ihe past. year provided: the “first 
indication of a reversal of the declining 
trend in landings that has characterized the 
industry since 1968. Canadian landings in 
1974 and 1975 had reached their lowest 
point in 15 years. 


Overall, landings on the Atlantic coast were 
nine percent higher in weight and 17 percent 
higher in value than in the previous year. 
The increases are attributable to improved 
performance in the fisheries for cod, the 
small flatfishes, herring and scallop. With 
reference to groundfish in general, the 
improvement in output is due primarily to 
the relatively favourable weather conditions 
which prevailed during 1976 and, in the case 
of codfish particularly, to a productive trap 
fishery in Newfoundland.

Atlantic landings of pelagic and estuarial 
fish, totalling about 271,000 metric tons 
(predominantly herring), dropped slightly 
between 1975 and 1976. In value, however, 
at $29.4 million, these landings in 1976 were 
six percent above those of the preceding 
year. 


The 1976 landings in the scallop fishery of 
this region totalled somewhat over 93,000 
metric tons, with a value of nearly $40 
million, representing increases from the 
respective figures for 1975 of 40. percent 
and 50 percent. Crab landings also showed a 
significant increase over those of the 
previous year. 


Landings of fish on the Pacific Coast in 
1776, ie LOtalawete 36 spercent, greater in 
weight and 78 percent greater in value than 
those of 1975. The improvement is attribu- 
table to larger catches of salmon, herring 
and shellfish species in 1976, combined with 
higher prices for salmon and herring and also 
for halibut. 


Landings for 1976 in the inland (freshwater) 
fisheries were 40,000 metric tons, valued at 
$24.1 million as compared with 42,400 
metric tons and a value of $21 million in 
1975, differences respectively of -7 percent 
and +15 percent. 


Processing and Marketing 


The value as marketed of Canadian fishery 
products in 1976 was the highest on record. 
At $943 million it was 42 percent above that 
of 1975. Although the quantity of fresh and 
frozen fish, whole or dressed, remained 
unchanged, the value of this production at 
$154 million was 36 percent higher than in 
1975. The production of fillets and fillet 
blocks in 1976, 148,000 metric tons valued 
at $235.8 million, represented an increase of 
24 percent in weight and 40 percent in value 
over the output for the preceding year.

Production of pickled fish remained at 
approximately the same level as in 1975, but 
(dried, etc.) saltfish production was 40 per- 
cent higher than in the previous year, mainly 
as a result of increased production of salted 
cod in Newfoundland. The combined value 
of this group of products reached a total of 
somewhat more than $60 million in 1976. 
Canned fish production in 1976 was valued 
at about $138 million, 65 percent above that 
of 1975. The increase is due almost entirely 
to the higher output of canned salmon on the 
Pacific coast. 


The value of processed shellfish production 
rose from $142 million in 1975 to $182 
million in 1976, an increase of 28 percent. 


A strong upward trend in prices for a wide 
range of groundfish products characterized 
the North American market in 1976. The 
trend over the past several years in whole- 
sale prices for blocks and fillets is illus- 
trated in Table 2. 


Demand remained buoyant throughout the 
year, for fishery products generally and for 
groundfish fillets and fillet blocks in 
particular. The consumption of groundfish 
products in the United States, traditionally 
Canada's largest customer, rose by almost 
15> percent over the level of 1975, to a total 
of 395,000 metric tons. 


Prices in the markets for saltfish products 
remained high but difficulties were en- 
countered in moving the relatively large 
quantity of very small-sized dry codfish 
produced in Newfoundland in 1975 and 1976. 


Exports 


Exports of fishery products from Canada in 
1976 are estimated at $600 million, an 
increase of close to 25 percent over the 
1975 figure. These exports constituted 64 
percent of total domestic fishery produc-

Traitement et commercialisation 


La valeur sur les marchés des produits 
canadiens de la péche, en 1976, a été la plus 
grande jamais atteinte, soit 943 millions de 
dollars, c'est-a-dire 42 pour cent de plus 
quien 1975. Bien que la quantité de poisson 
frais ou congelé, entier ou paré soit demeuré 
la méme, la valeur, qui a atteint 154 
millions de dollars, a été supérieure a celle 
de 1975, de 36 pour cent. La production de 
filets et de blocs de filets, soit 148,000 
tonnes métriques d'une valeur de 235.8 
millions, représentait une augmentation de 
24 pour cent en poids et de 40 pour cent en 
valeur par rapport a celle de l'année pré- 
cédente. 


La production de poisson saumuré a été a 
peu pres la méme qu'en 1975, mais celle du 
poisson salé (séché, etc.) a dépassé de 40 
pour cent celle de l'année _ précédente, 
principalement en raison de l'accroissement 
de la production de morue salée a Terre- 
Neuve.

tion, in terms of value f.o.b. processing 
plant. Exports to the United States were 
valued at $358 million, or 60 percent of all 
Canadian exports of fishery products. 


With exports of 62,500 metric tons in 1976, 
valued at $108 million, Canada remained the 
largest supplier of groundfish fillets to the 
United States. This represented slightly 
more than 40 percent by weight of total 
United States imports of groundfish fillets. 
Of the 171,700 metric tons of frozen fish 
blocks imported into the United States in 
1976, 23,600 metric tons, valued at $34.5 
million, originated in Canada. This was 
exceeded by supplies from Iceland (30,900 
metric tons) and the Republic of Korea 
(27,000 metric tons). 


Canadian exports of pickled herring, salted 
and dried codfish and other cured fish 
products in 1976 were significantly higher 
both in quantity and in value (at somewhat 
over $58 million, about one third higher) 
than in the previous year. 


Canadian exports of canned fish products did 
not change greatly overall, in either 
quantity or value, between 1975 and 1976 
but those of canned salmon separately, at a 
value of $29 million in 1976, were 13 
percent above the level of the former year - 
as also were exports of dressed and frozen 
salmon products (valued at $53 million in 
1976); 


Exports of fresh and _ frozen shellfish 
products totalled $110.3 million in 1976, an 
increase from the 1975 level of 30 percent. 
Of the total, lobster products accounted for 
$50.6 million and scallops for $43 million, 
representing changes upward from 1975 of 
11 percent and 49 percent, respectively.

Exportations 


Les exportations canadiennes de produits de 
la péche en 1976, qui ont été évaluées a 600 
millions de dollars, soit une augmentation de 
pres de 25 pour cent par rapport a 1975, 
représentaient 64 pour cent de la production 
nationale totale en termes de valeur franco 
a l'usine de traitement. Les exportations 
aux Etats-Unis ont été évaluées a 358 
millions de dollars, c'est-a-dire 60 pour cent 
de toutes les exportations canadiennes de 
produits de la péche. 


Le Canada est resté le plus grand fournis- 
seur de filets de poisson de fond des Etats- 
Unis, y ayant exporté 62,500 tonnes 
métriques d'une valeur de 108 millions de 
dollars, ce qui représentait un peu plus de 40 
pour cent du poids de toutes les importations 
de filets de poison de fond des Etats-Unis.

Imports 


Imports of fishery products into Canada, in 
value terms, totalled $183 million in 1976, 
an increase of 37 percent over the previous 
year. Most of this increase is attributable 
to the larger quantities of shellfish products 
imported. Imports by major product groups 
were: frozen shellfish (shrimp and crayfish), 
$79 million; canned fish (tuna and shrimp), 
$53.6 million; fresh and frozen fish blocks, 
$39 million.

Importations 


Les importations de produits de la péche au 
Canada, en termes de valeur, se sont élevées 
a 183 millions de dollars, en 1976, ce qui 
représente une augmentation de 37 pour 
cent par rapport a l'année precédente. Une 
grande partie de cette augmentation est 
attribuable aux quantités accrues d'importa- 
tions de produits de mollusques et de 
crustacés. Les principaux groupes d'impor- 
tations ont été les suivants: mollusques et 
crustacés congelés (crevettes et écrevisses), 
79 millions de dollars; poisson en conserve

FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT 
BOARD ACTIVITIES 


The Fisheries Prices Support Board held five 
meetings during the year. During that 
period five programs were approved and 
implemented, involving expenditures of 
$2,459,302. The following is a brief descrip- 
tion of each program. 


International Food Aid and Development 


The Board acts as the procurement agent for 
fishery products required by international 
food aid and development programs, 
administered by the Canadian International 
Development Agency and the World Food 
Program. Purchases in 1976 included: 
canned mackerel, $301,620; canned herring, 
$738,364; and salt minced fish, $12,209; that 
is, a total of $1,052,193. Inventories at the 
beginning of the year were valued at 
$264,660. By the year-end, the Board had 
recouped $1,116,093 through sales to the 
Canadian International Development Agency 
for the World Food Program and held an 
inventory valued at $171,038. 


Deficiency Payments for Smelt Fishermen 


Due to an over-supply and other marketing 
difficulties, prices to fishermen for smelt in 
1975/76 were reduced to an average of 10 
cents per pound, from an average of 15 
cents per pound over the preceding three 
seasons. The Board was authorized to 
implement a deficiency-payment program of 
four cents per pound for smelts landed at 
ports in the Gulf of St. Lawrence during the 
period from October I, 1975, to March ‘31, 
1976. The total cost of this program was

Deficiency Payments for Herring Fishermen 


A deficiency-payment program for Canadian 
herring fishermen, operating principally in 
the Bay of Fundy area of ICNAF Division 
4X, was implemented also in 1976. The

reduced by a sharp decline in the price of 
herring used for reduction (fish-meal pro- 
duction). International quota restrictions, a 
consequently short fishing season and _ in- 
ability of the small-seiner fleet to engage in 
the herring fishery in other areas, coupled 
with the high proportion of the catch used 
for meal production, contributed further to 
the drop in revenue for these fishermen. 
Deficiency payments, applying to the 
herring catch from ICNAF Division 4X in 
1975, were made at the rate of $12.00 per 
ton up to a maximum of 1,500 tons per 
vessel. The total cost of this program was 
$7.69;007% 


Deficiency Payments on Cutter-Grade 
Whitefish 


During 1975, marketing practices were 
modified for whitefish from designated lakes 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta, the 
Northwest Territories, and northwestern 
Ontario. This resulted in a drop in price of 
nine cents per pound to the fishermen 
concerned. The Board was authorized to 
implement a deficiency-payment program 
totalling $210,000 for these fishermen, on 
their landings between May 1, 1975, and 
April 30, 1976.

(a) Inventories

(b) Modified cash accounting 


The Board follows the laid down practise 
applicable to government departments 
whereby payments made _ during the 
month of April to extinguish liabilities 
incurred prior to March 31 are reflected 
as cash transactions of the old year. 
Similarly settlements of accounts 
receivable in April by journal voucher of 
old year accounts due from government 
departments and agencies are reflected 
as cash transactions occurring prior to 
March 31. 


(c) Loss or profit

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FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT ACT 


The Fisheries Prices Support Act which came into force in 1947 gave the Fisheries Prices Support Board the 
usual statutory powers of a Government corporation and provided for advances to be paid to the Board as re- 
quired from a $25 million fund kept by the Minister of Finance and called the Fisheries Prices Support Account. 
The net operating profit of the Board in each fiscal year, as reflected in the Account, is deposited to the credit of 
the Consolidated Revenue Fund, as revenue; and the net operating loss in any fiscal year may be recouped to 
the Account from moneys appropriated by Parliament for the purpose. The Board is responsible for investigat- 
ing and, when appropriate, recommending action under the Act to support prices of fishery products where de- 
clines have been experienced. The basic principle of the legislation is to protect fishermen against sharp de- 
clines in prices and consequent loss of income due to causes beyond the control of the fishermen or the indus- 
try. The Board, subject to approval of the Governor-in-Council, is empowered to purchase fishery products at 
prescribed prices or to make deficiency payments to producers of fishery products equal to the difference be- 
tween a prescribed price and the average price at which such products were sold. 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY IN 1977 


The establishment of a 200-mile fishery-management zone in 1977 opened a new era in the commercial fish- 
eries of Canada. Through bilateral and international negotiations, as well as by the introduction of a compre- 
hensive enforcement plan, a management regime for the zone was initiated smoothly and effectively. Strict 
conservation measures to restore depleted fish stocks and programs to sustain the weaker segments of the 
chronically-troubled fishing industry continued in place. The quantity of landings, the value of production and 
of exports showed improvement, indicating that the Canadian fisheries were on the path to recovery. 


Landings 


Canadian landings of marine fish and shellfish and of freshwater fish in 1977 totalled 1,255,000 tonnes. Includ- 
ing the catch of marine mammals, aquatic plants, etc., the aggregate value to fishermen was $480 million. 
These figures represent increases of 14 per cent and 25 per cent, respectively, as compared with those of 1976. 
A breakdown by region and major species is provided in Table 1. Table 2 gives port market prices obtained by 
fishermen during the period of April, 1975 to March 1978, for major species landed at various locations on the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts. The price increases during the period April, 1975 to March, 1978 reflect a firm mar- 
ket situation for most fishery products. 


Landings on the Atlantic coast were slightly more than 1,000,000 tonnes in total, with a value overall of $283 
million, an increase of 14 per cent in quantity and of 29 per cent in value terms. Groundfish landings in this 
region were well over 500,000 tonnes, reflecting substantial increases in catches of cod, haddock and turbot. 
Redfish landings, on the other hand, were down as a result of smaller quotas in the Gulf of St. Lawrence area. 
The increase in gross returns to primary producers of groundfish was close to 30 per cent over the 1976 level. 


While Atlantic landings of pelagic and estuarial fish, at 287,000 tonnes, were only slightly greater than in 1976, 
the gross value of these landings exceeded that of 1976 by 40 per cent. This is attributable partly to an increase 
in the catch of mackerel but more importantly to much higher prices for other species, especially herring. 


Landings of crustaceans and molluscs on the Altantic coast in 1977 were 200,000 tonnes, an increase from 
1976 of 43 per cent, and substantial increases are shown for all species in the group except lobster. Except scal- 
lop, all species were priced significantly higher than in the previous year and the value of production as a whole 
was up by 26 per cent from 1976. 


Landings in the fisheries of the Pacific coast also increased in 1977, to 205,000 tonnes worth $168 million from 
181,000 tonnes valued at $142 million, increases of 13 per cent and 18 per cent, respectively, over 1976. In- 
creases in the catches of salmon, herring and certain groundfish species and price rises for salmon and herring, 
particularly the latter, accounted in the main for the improvement in performance. Somewhat higher prices for 
halibut, however, were insufficient to compensate for a further decline in the catch of that species. 


Landings during 1977 in the inland (freshwater) fisheries totalled 47,000 tonnes, valued at $29 million, as com- 
pared with 40,000 tonnes and a value of $24 million in 1976. This represents an increase of 18 per cent in quan- 
tity and of 21 per cent in value between the two years. A general increase in the landings of a range of species 
and better prices for pickerel (walleye) and whitefish supported these gains. 


PROCESSING AND MARKETING 


There were no major changes in the pattern of utilization of catch in 1977 as compared with 1976. The propor- 
tion processed into frozen products increased from 57 per cent to 59 per cent and that converted into canned 
products rose from seven per cent to 10 per cent. The proportion used for curing fell slightly, as did that for re- 
duction due mainly to an increased utilization of herring for direct human consumption. 


The marketed value of Canadian fishery production totalled $1.2 billion in 1977, up by 27 per cent from the 
figure for the preceding year which had been the highest in history. Of the total, 66 per cent originated on the 
Atlantic coast, 29 per cent on the Pacific coast and five per cent in the inland fisheries. 


The output of round and dressed fish increased from 107,000 tonnes in 1976 to 115,000 tonnes in 1977 and that 
of fillets and blocks from 148,000 tonnes to 181,000 tonnes. Canned fish production totalled just over 62,000 
tonnes in 1977 in comparison with 38,000 tonnes in 1976. The output of cured fish products showed little 
change from the previous year and that of fish meal and oil continued to decline with the diversion of herring to 
food production. Statistics of frozen and canned shellfish (crustacean and mollusc) production indicate a signi- 
ficant increase in quantity as well as value but the output of fresh in shell and shucked products remained un- 
changed from the 1976 level. 


Demand for fish and fishery products in the domestic and international markets remained strong throughout 
1977, with some commodities in relatively short supply. The value of world trade in these products increased by 
seven per cent as compared with 1976, principally a reflection of higher prices for a wide range of items. 


Exports 


The value of Canadian exports of fishery products rose to $816 million in 1977 — from $601 million in 1976. 
Frozen fish exports registered the greatest increase: about 45 per cent ($355 million in 1977 as compared with 
$245 million in 1976). The United States remained by far the largest customer for fresh and frozen fish products 
from Canada but significant increases appeared in the markets of Japan, West Germany and Poland. Shellfish 
products, the second largest group of exports also showed a substantial improvement, with the United States 
absorbing over 80 per cent of the total. The export value of canned fish products increased by 55 per cent com- 
pared with 1976, the United States and the European Economic Community being the main markets in this 
case. The value of fish roe exports, shipped almost entirely to Japan, increased by almost 30 per cent over the 
previous year. 


Imports 


Imports of fishery products into Canada increased by 21 per cent, to $221 million in 1977. An increase of over 
20 per cent was recorded for fresh (chilled) and frozen products. The United States continued to be the major 
source of supply of imported fishery products, followed by Japan, Cuba and the European Economic Communi- 
ty in that order. 


FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT BOARD ACTIVITIES 


The Fisheries Prices Support Board held five meetings during the year, and altogether nine programs were ad- 
ministered. The following is a brief description of these programs. 


International Food Aid and Development 


The Board acts as the procurement agent for fishery products required by international food aid and develop- 
ment programs, administered by the Canadian International Development Agency and the World Food Pro- 
gram. Purchases in 1977 included: canned mackerel, $523,998; canned herring $625,701; pickled mackerel, 
$66,674; and pickled alewives, $83,000; a total of $1,299,374. Inventories at the beginning of the year were 
valued at $171,038. By the year-end, the Board had recouped $1,368,686 through sales to the CIDA for the 
World Food Program and held an inventory valued at $165,235. 


Deficiency Payments for Smelt Fishermen 


Because the price obtainable by fishermen for smelts continued to be depressed during the 1976/77 season, the 
Board was authorized to make deficiency payments of two cents per pound on landings of this species at ports 
in the Gulf of St. Lawrence during the period from October 1, 1976 to February 28, 1977. The cost of the pro- 
gram was $39,877. 


Deficiency Payments for Irish Moss Harvesters 


Irish Moss harvesting is conducted by some 1,300 inshore fishermen in the Maritimes and, for many, up to 40 
per cent of their income is derived from this activity. Annual landings in Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island and 
New Brunswick averaged 40,000 tonnes, valued at $2.8 million over the 1970-75 period. From a peak of $5.8 
million in 1974, landed value declined to $3.3 million in 1975 and to $1.8 million in 1976. The price to fisher- 
men for wet moss dropped from 5.5 cents per pound plus free transport in 1975 to 4.5 cents per pound minus 
transport costs (about .5 cent per Ib.) in 1976. This price decline resulted from a reduced world-wide demand 
for the products of Irish moss. To offset in part the effect of the drop in prices, the Board was authorized to im- 
plement a deficiency-payment program of one cent per pound for wet moss and four cents per pound for dried 
moss on Irish Moss landings from January 1, 1976 to December 31, 1976. The total cost of the program was 
$536,991. 


Deficiency Payments on Mullet and Whitefish 


At the end of its fiscal year (April 30, 1975), the Freshwater Fish Marketing Corporation held a large inventory 
(1.1. million pounds) of deboned mullet blocks which, due to protracted storage, had deteriorated in quality. 
Because of a depressed market for mullet products, the Corporation was unable to dispose of this inventory ata 
price that would cover costs. Since the potential loss to the Corporation (in excess of 20 cents per pound) would 
have been reflected in the price to fishermen the following season, the Board was authorized to make deficiency 
payments to the Corporation on a maximum of 1.1 million pounds of deboned mullet blocks produced prior to 
April 30, 1975. The cost of this program totalled $159,493. 


Changes introduced during 1975 in the assembling and marketing (pooling) procedures of the Freshwater Fish 
Marketing Corporation resulted in a drop in price, to fishermen, for whitefish landed from designated lakes with- 
in the Corporation’s area of mandate, of nine cents per pound in 1976 and a further drop of six cents per pound 
in 1977. For that reason, the Board had been authorized to implement a deficiency-payment program during 
1976 of seven cents per pound on landings between May 1, 1975 and April 30, 1976. Authorization to extend 
this program on landings between May 1, 1976 and April 30, 1977, at a cost of $136,234, was obtained during 
the year under review. Included was authority to make deficiency payments of six cents per pound on whitefish 
landed from traditionally “cutter-grade” lakes between May 1, 1976 and April 30, 1977, at a cost of $14,572. 


Deficiency Payments on Small and Extra Small Salted and Dried Codfish 


In the spring of 1975, because of the depressed state of the market for frozen cod blocks, the Canadian Saltfish 
Corporation undertook to expand purchases of cod from the inshore trap fishery in Newfoundland. This re- 
sulted in the acquisition of a disproportionate quantity of “small” and “extra-small” products that year. Some 
3.5 million pounds in excess of requirements had to be disposed of, and losses were sustained in accomplishing 
this. To compensate for the difference between the prices paid to primary producers and those obtained by the 
Corporation for the products involved, the Board was authorized to make deficiency payments to the Corpora- 
tion totalling $420,000. Half of the total was payable in fiscal 1976/77. 


Again in 1976, in order to maintain an outlet for small-boat enterprises in the cod fishery, the Corporation 
undertook the diversion of as large a proportion as possible of the catch to the saltfish trade. In the knowledge 
that this would create a disposal problem, however, it reduced the price for “extra-small” codfish by two cents 
per pound (raw fish or equivalent), the maximum considered practicable as a first step. With unexpected 
favourable sea and weather conditions, the trap fishery in 1976 was relatively productive and, despite the 
measure just referred to, the Corporation received 9,200 tonnes of product (dried wt. basis) as compared with 
7,200 tonnes the preceding year and 4,500 tonnes in 1974, representing annual increases in supply of 28 per 
cent and 60 per cent respectively. The quantity of “extra-small” and “small” produced in 1976 was 4,000 
tonnes, or 43 per cent of the total supply — the comparable quantities in 1975 and 1974 being respectively, 
2,700 tonnes and 1,600 tonnes. 


Because of the discrepancy between costs and returns associated with the handling of these categories of prod- 
uct, the Corporation was faced with an overall loss in excess of $1.4 million in 1976-77. Since such losses 
would have had a serious negative effect on the price paid to fishermen the following season, and since the 
quantity of fish of these sizes handled in 1976 exceeded that handled in 1974 (taken as a “base” year) by almost 
2,400 tonnes, the Fisheries Prices Support Board was authorized to make deficiency payments to the Corpora- 
tion on that excess quantity at the rate of 16.5 cents per pound. The total cost of this program was $858,000. 


In 1977, because of the difficulties in marketing small salted dried codfish, the price of trap-caught small cod 
(fish from 16 to 24 inches inclusive) sold by primary producers to processors of cured fish was reduced by two 
cents per pound, as compared with the price paid for raw fish of a similar size the previous year. Consequently, 
the Board was authorized to provide equivalent price support i.e. two cents per pound, payable through the 
Corporation, on landings of such fish sold for curing in the 1977 season. The cost of this program totalled 
$161,754.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1978 


1. Objectives and operations of the Board 


The Fisheries Prices Support Board is a Crown Corporation established under the Fisheries Prices Support 
Act, c. F-23. As authorized by the Governor in Council, the Board is empowered to purchase fishery prod- 
ucts for its own account and to make deficiency payments to producers of such products. The Act requires 
that the Board, in establishing purchase prices and in determining the rate at which deficiency payments are 
to be made, endeavour to secure a fair relationship between the returns from fisheries and those from other 
occupations. In addition, the Board acts as procurement agency for the supply of fishery products required 
by the Canadian International Development Agency for food-aid and development programs. The Board 
operates through offices of the Department of the Environment, with departmental staff performing the exec- 
utive functions of the Board. 


2. Significant accounting policies 
Inventories 
In accordance with Section 10(4) of the Fisheries Prices Support Act inventories are valued at cost. 
Modified cash accounting 


The Board follows the laid-down practice applicable to government departments whereby payments made 
during the month of April to extinguish liabilities incurred prior to March 31 are reflected as cash transac- 
tions of the old year. Similarly settlements of accounts receivable in April by journal voucher of old year ac- 
counts due from government departments and agencies are reflected as cash transactions occurring prior to 
March 31. 


Loss or profit 


Section 10(3) of the Act provides that Board losses may be recouped from moneys appropriated by Parlia- 
-ment for that purpose and that profits be transferred to the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


Administrative services provided by the Department of the Environment 


In accordance with previous practice the administrative expenses of the Board for the year are charged to 
Department of the Environment Vote 5. Only the major administrative expenses are reflected in the state- 
ment of operations. Salaries represent the pro-rated portion of salary costs, excluding employee benefits, of 
those members of the Department’s Ottawa staff who regularly devote time to the Board’s affairs. Since the 
Board has no staff of its own, it does not reflect any accrued liability in its accounts for vacation pay or ter- 
mination benefits. 


3. Advances from Canada 
Section 10(2) of the Act provides for advances not exceeding $25 million to be paid from the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund to finance Board purchases of fisheries products and deficiency payments. The proceeds from 


sales of fisheries products have been applied by the Board to the advances outstanding. No interest was 
charged during the year on the advances.

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FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT ACT 


The Fisheries Prices Support Act which came into force in 1947 gave the Fisheries Prices Support Board the 
usual statutory powers of a Government corporation and provided for advances to be paid to the Board as 
required from a $25 million fund kept by the Minister of Finance and called the Fisheries Prices Support 
Account. The net operating profit of the Board in each fiscal year, as reflected in the Account, is deposited to 
the credit of the Consolidated Revenue Fund, as revenue; and the net operating loss in any fiscal year may be 
recouped to the Account from moneys appropriated by Parliament for the purpose. The Board is responsible 
for investigating and, when appropriate, recommending action under the Act to support prices of fishery 
products where declines have been experienced. The basic principle of the legislation is to protect fishermen 
against sharp declines in prices and consequent loss of income due to causes beyond the control of the 
fishermen or the industry. The Board, subject to approval of the Governor-in-Council, is empowered to 
purchase fishery products at prescribed prices or to make deficiency payments to producers of fishery products 
equal to the difference between a prescribed price and the average price at which such products were sold. 


THE FISHING INDUSTRY IN 1978 


Generally speaking, Canadian fishermen and processors enjoyed a very good year in 1978. The Canadian 
government continued its efforts, at both national and international levels, to ensure the sound and smooth 
management of the 200-mile fishing zone. Steady improvements in the performance of the Canadian fishing 
industry were evidenced in the increased landings, production and external trade in 1978, which lead to the 
discontinuation of special assistance programs which had been in place since 1974-75 to help the chronically- 
troubled groundfish sector of the industry. 


At Canada’s instigation and after several consultative meetings with member countries of ICNAF, a new 
convention was signed on October 24, 1978 to create the Northwest Atlantic Fisheries Organization (NAFO) 
to succeed ICNAF in governing the Northwest Atlantic Fisheries. The convention came into effect on January 
1, 1979. NAFO thus becomes the international authority for the management of fisheries beyond Canada’s 
200-mile limit and Canada’s special position in this area has been recognized. NAFO will also be the forum for 
the provision of scientific advice, as appropriate, on management throughout the Northwest Atlantic area. 


Landings 


Preliminary data indicates that Canadian landings of marine fish and shellfish and of freshwater fish in 1978 
totalled 1,375,400 tonnes valued at $691.2 million. These figures represent increases of 10 per cent and 42 per 
cent respectively, as compared with those of 1977. Table 1 provides a breakdown of major species, by region. 
Table 2 shows port market prices obtained by fishermen during the period of April 1976 to March 1979, for 
major species landed at various locations on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. The price increases during the 
period April 1976 to March 1979 reflect a sound market situation for most fishery products. 


Landings on the Atlantic coast totalled 1,129,200 tonnes valued at $409 million, an increase over the previous 
year of 13 per cent and 42 per cent in volume and value respectively. Groundfish landings in this region totalled 
601,700 tonnes as compared with 500,000 tonnes for 1977. Cod and haddock registered increases of 23 and 60 
per cent respectively in comparison with the previous year. Redfish landings showed a significant improve- 
ment of 11 per cent over 1977, mainly due to increased catches in the northern waters. Returns to groundfish 
fishermen on the Atlantic coast were up by 31 per cent above 1977. 


Atlantic coast landings of pelagic and estuarial fish totalied 311,700 tonnes valued at $66.9 million represent- 
ing an increase over 1977 of 9 per cent in volume and 62 per cent in value with herring showing a remarkable 
rise in value of 77 per cent. All species except tuna and salmon showed increases in landings with capelin being 
the highest at more than 60 per cent over the previous year. 


Landings of molluscs and crustaceans on the Atlantic coast in 1978 totalled 215,800 tonnes compared to 
200,700 tonnes last year. All species recorded increased landings except scallop. The landed value of all 
shellfish amounted to $176 million, 47 per cent more than the previous year. Significant increases were 
registered for all species: 44 per cent for scallop, 33 per cent for lobster, 59 per cent for crab and 80 and 169 per 
cent for shrimp and squid respectively. 


Fish landings on the Pacific coast declined by 3 per cent from 204.5 tonnes in 1977 to 199.2 tonnes in 1978. 
However, the total landed value increased by 50 per cent, from $168 million to $252.2 million. While herring 
catches decreased by 16 per cent, its landed value increased by 75 per cent in 1978, in comparison with the 
previous year. Salmon catches in 1978 were about the same as those of 1977 but the landed value reached a 
record high of $158 million during 1978. 


Landings during 1978 in the inland (freshwater) fisheries totalled 47,000 tonnes valued at $30 million. While 
landings remained at approximately the same level as those of the previous year, its value increased by 3 per 
cent over 1977. 


PROCESSING AND MARKETING 


The pattern of utilization of catch in 1978 remained virtually unchanged with that of 1977. Approximately 
816,000 tonnes of fish were processed into frozen products in 1978 representing 60 per cent of total landings as 
compared with 727,000 tonnes for 58 per cent of the 1977 landings. 


The marketed value of Canadian fishery production was $1.4 billion in 1978, a rise of close to 30 per cent from 
the previous year’s value. The Atlantic coast products reached a market value of $1 billion compared to $767 
million in 1977 while on the Pacific coast, the market value reached $450 million compared to $365 million 
during the previous year. 


The output of fresh and frozen fillets and blocks showed increases in 1978 of 14 per cent in volume and 34 per 
cent in value compared with 1977 due to increased production of cod and herring on the Atlantic coast. Salted 
and cured fish registered significant increases between 1977 and 1978 of 29 per cent in volume and 34 per cent 
in value, again attributable to Atlantic cod and herring. The production of Pacific herring roe declined in 1978 
by 8 per cent while the value increased by almost 83 per cent as compared with 1977. Canned fish production 
totalled 41,735 tonnes in 1978 in comparison with 49,382 tonnes in 1977, a decrease of 18 per cent, attributed 
mainly to the lower output of canned salmon and canned lobster meat. 


Fresh and frozen shellfish products showed improvements in 1978 due to the significant increase of frozen 
round squid production which rose by 200 per cent compared with 1977, and strong prices for all species. 


The demand for fishery products in the domestic and international markets remained firm throughout 1978. 
The domestic per capita consumption for fishery products has increased significantly from 6.6 kilograms in 
1975 to 7.9 kilograms in 1978, an increase of 20 per cent. In 1978, the month of November was declared the 
Canadian National Fish and Seafood month as part of a promotional campaign sponsored by the Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans, supported by the Canadian Fish Processing Industry and the Canadian Retail trade. 


Exports 


The value of Canadian exports of fishery products reached a record high of $1.1 billion in 1978 compared with 
$816 million in 1977, an increase of 35 per cent. Table 3 provides figures on volumes and value of external trade 
in fish and fish products for 1977 and 1978. Fresh and frozen fish products remained the most important 
exported items. The United States continued to be Canada’s largest customer for fresh and frozen fish 
products. Export figures to the U.S. in 1978 totalled 269,434 tonnes valued at $557.5 million compared with 
249,673 tonnes valued at $424 million in 1977, representing increases of 8 per cent in volume and 31 per cent in 
value. Other major importers of Canadian fish products in 1978 were members of the European Economic 
Community, Japan, Poland and the Caribbean countries. 


Imports 
Canadian imports of fishery products amounted to $249 million in 1978 as compared with $221 million in 1977, 


an increase of 13 per cent. The United States, Japan and Cuba were major sources of supply of imported fishery 
products. 


FISHERIES PRICES SUPPORT BOARD ACTIVITIES 


ee ee eee eee 
The Fisheries Prices Support Board held four meetings during the year and during that period, the Board was 
authorized to administer two programs. The following is a brief description of these programs. 


International Food Aid and Development 


The Board acts as the procurement agent for fishery products required by international food aid and 
development programs, administered by the Canadian International Development Agency (CIDA) and the 
World Food Program. Purchases in 1978 included, canned mackerel $640,090 and canned herring $37,573 for 
a total of $677,663. Inventories at the beginning of the year were valued at $165,235. By the year-end the 
Board had recouped $966,983 through sales to CIDA and the World Food Program and held no inventory. 


Deficiency Payments on Whitefish 


Changes introduced during 1975 in the assembling and marketing (pooling) procedures of the Freshwater Fish 
Marketing Corporation resulted in a drop in price to fishermen for whitefish landed from designated lakes 
within the Corporation’s area of mandate, of nine cents per pound in 1976 and a further drop of six cents per 
pound in 1977. For that reason and to alleviate the economic impact on fishermen’s income, the Board was 
authorized to implement a deficiency-payment program of seven cents per pound for whitefish landed from 
designated lakes during the Corporation’s fiscal years of 1976, 1977 and 1978. The year under review covers 
1978 and the cost of that program was $110,632. Also included in the Board’s authority was a deficiency- 
payment program of six cents per pound for whitefish landed from traditionally “cutter-grade” lakes between 
May 1, 1977 and April 30, 1978. The cost of this program was $22,932.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1979 


Objectives and operations of the Board 


The Fisheries Prices Support Board is a Crown Corporation established under the Fisheries Prices 
Support Act, c. F-23. As authorized by the Governor in Council, the Board is empowered to purchase 
fishery products for its own account and to make deficiency payments to producers of such products. The 
Act requires that the Board, in establishing purchase prices and in determining the rate at which deficiency 
payments are to be made, endeavour to secure a fair relationship between the returns from fisheries and 
those from other occupations. In addition, the Board acts as procurement agency for the supply of fishery 
products required by the Canadian International Development Agency for food-aid and development 
programs. The Board operates through offices of the Department of the Environment, with departmental 
staff performing certain functions of the Board. 


: Significant accounting policies 


Modified cash basis of accounting 


The Board follows the laid-down practice applicable to government departments whereby payments 
made during the month of April to extinguish liabilities incurred prior to March 31 are reflected as cash 
transactions of the old year. Similarly settlements of accounts receivable in April by journal voucher of old 
year accounts due from government departments and agencies are reflected as cash transactions occurring 
prior to March 31. 


Loss or profit 


Section 10(3) of the Act provides that Board losses may be recouped from monies appropriated by 
Parliament for that purpose and that profits be transferred to the Consolidated Revenue Fund. 


Administrative services provided by the Department of the Environment 


In accordance with previous practice the administrative expenses of the Board for the year are charged 
to Department of the Environment Vote 15(b). Only the major administrative expenses are reflected in the 
statement of operations. Salaries represent the pro-rata portion of salary costs, excluding employee 
benefits, of those members of the Department’s Ottawa staff who regularly devote time to the Board’s 
affairs. Since the Board had no staff of its own, it does not reflect any accrued liability in its accounts for 
vacation pay or termination benefits. 


Advances from Canada 
Section 10(2) of the Act provides for advances not exceeding $25 million to be paid from the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund to finance Board purchases of fisheries products and deficiency payments. The proceeds 


from sales of fisheries products have been applied by the Board to the advances outstanding. No interest 
was charged during the year on the advances. 
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4. Deficiency payments

5. Loss or Profit 


Section 10(3) of the Act provides that net operating loss in any fiscal year may be recouped from monies 
appropriated by Parliament for that purpose and that profits be transferred to the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund. During the fiscal year 1977-78, funds were recouped from the Department of the Environment 
Supplementary Estimates “B” Vote 15(b). For fiscal year 1978-79, Parliament had been dissolved without 
granting authority for Supplementary Estimates “B”. As a result, the requests for the transfers of funds in 
these Supplementary Estimates could not be acted upon. Instead the Treasury Board provided the required 
resources through Contingencies Vote 5. 


6. Prior period adjustment 
The balance of deficit at March 31, 1978, previously reported as $1,932,685, has been restated to correct 
an overstatement of costs of sales, of $58,291 with respect to an error in accruing unpaid fisheries product 


purchases of $45,481 and warehousing and handling costs of $12,810. The figures for 1978 have been 
restated accordingly.
